QUEEN'S  PLATE  ARTICLES. 

[It  is  her  Majesty's  Command,  that  these  following  Rules 
be  obserTed  by  the  Owners  and  Riders  of  ^1  such 
Horses,  Mares>  and  Geldings,  as  shall  run  for  her 
Majesty's  Plates  at  Newmarket  and  elsewhere.] 


I.  EvxBT  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  that  runneth  for  any  of  the  said 
Plates,  shall  carry  the  weight  and  run  the  distance  appointed  in 
the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed. 

II.  Every  person  that  putteth  in  a  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  for  any 
of  the  said  Plates,  shall  enter  the  same  with  the  name  of  the 
owner,  and  the  age,  name,  pedigree,  or  sufficient  description  of 
the  horse,  according  to  the  Rule  of  the  Jockey  Club  regarding 
nominations,  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  by  the  Steward  or 
Stewards  of  the  Races  at  which  such  Plate  is  to  be  run  for. 

III.  Horses  that  run  for  any  of  her  Majesty's  Plates  shall  start  at 
the  time  appointed  by  the  Steward  or  Stewards  of  the  Races  at 
which  such  plate  is  run  for. 

IV.  Each  horse's,  mare's,  or  gelding's  place,  as  he  or  they  come  by 
the  ending-post,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Judge  appointed  by 
the  Steward  or  Stewards  of  the  Races  at  the  place  where  the  said 
Plate  is  run  for. 

V.  Every  rider  shall,  immediately  after  each  heat  be  run,  be  obliged 
to  come  to  the  usual  place  of  weighing,  with  his  horse,  mare,  or 
gelding,  then  and  there  to  alight,  and  not  before,  and  there  to 
weigh  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  person  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

VI.  And  in  ease  of  neglect  or  refusal  thereof,  such  owners  and 
riders  shall  immediately  be  declared  incapable  of  running  or  riding 
any  more  for  this  or  any  of  her  Migesty's  Plates  hereafter. 

VII.  Every  horse,  mare,  or  gelding  that  runneth  on  the  wrong  side 
of  the  post  or  flags,  or  is  distanced  in  any  of  the  heats,  shall  have 
no  share  of  the  said  Plates,  nor  be  suffered  to  run  any  more. 

Voi.  LXXXII.  ft 
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VIII.  When  any  of  her  Jtfsjesty's  Plates  are  appointed  to  be  run 
in  heats,  the  horse,  mare,  or  gelding  that  winneth  any  two  heats 
winoeth  tiM  Plate  ;  but  if  thr«e  several  horses,  mares,  or  geldings 
win  each  of  them  a  heat,  then  these  three,  and  only  they,  to  runa 
fourth  heat,  and  the  horse,  marc,  or  gelding  that  winneth  the 
fourth  heat  shall  have  the  Plate. 

IX.  When  the  age  or  qualification  of  a  horse  entered  for  any  of  her 
Majesty's  Plates  shall  be  objected  to,  either  before  or  after  run- 
sing,  the  Stewards  of  the  races  at  which  such  Plate  is  run  for 
shall  have  the  power  to  order  an  examination  of  the  horse's  mouth, 
by  competent  persons,  and  to  call  for  all  such  evidence  as  they  may 
require,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final  unless  they  shall  think  fit 
to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Qub  for  the 
time  being,  in  which  case  the  decision  of  the  said  Stewards  of  the 
Jockey  Club  shall  be  final.  A  Certificate  shall  not  be  granted  to 
any  horse  objected  to  until  the  question  of  his  qualification  shall 
be  decided  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed. 

X.  And  in  case  any  diflference  shall  arise  in  running,  or  respecting 
any  matters  not  hereinbefore  provided  for,  or  as  to  the  interpreta- 
tion of  these  her  Majesty's  orders,  the  same  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Master  of  the  Horse,  or  by  such  person  or  persras  as  he 
shall  appoint.

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  25tb 
April  1838 — It  was  resolved,  that  from  and  after  the  end  of  the  year 
1833  horses  should  be  considered  at  Newmarket  as  taking  their  ages 
from  the  Ist  of«  January,  instead  of  the  1st  of  May. 

Four  Inches  are  a  Hand. 
Fourteen  Pounds  are  a  Stone. 


].  Catch  Weights  are,  each  party  to  appoint  any  person  to  ride 
without  weighing. 

%  Give-and-take  Plates  are,  fourteen  hands  to  carry  stated 
weights,  according  to  age,  all  above,  or  under,  to  carry  extra,  or  be 
allowed  the  proportion  of  seven  pounds  to  an  inch. 

3.  A  Post  Match  is  to  insert  the  age  of  the  horses  in  the  articles, 
and  to  run  any  horse  of  that  age,  without  declaring  what  horse,  till 
he  come  to  the  post  to  start. 

4.  A  Handicap  Match  is  A,  B,  and  C,  to  put  down  an  equal  sum 
each ;  C,  who  is  the  handicapper,  makes  a  match  for  A  and  B,  wfao^ 
when  they  have  perused  it,  put  their  hands  into  their  pockets,  and 
draw  them  out  closed ;  then  they  open  them  together,  and  if  both 
have  money  in  their  hands,  the  match  is  confirmed ;  if  neither  have 
money,  it  is  no  match.  In  both  cases  the  handicapper  draws  all  the 
money ;  but  if  one  has  money  in  his  hand,  and  the  other  none,  then 
it  is  no  match ;  and  he  that  has  money  in  his  hand  is  entitled  to  the 
deposit. 
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5.  Horses  are  not  entitled  to  start  without  producing  a  proper 
certificate  of  their  age,  if  required  bj  the  Stewards,  or  whom  they 
may  appoint,  at  the  time  appointed  in  the  articles,  except  where 
aged  horses  are  included,  and  in  that  case  a  junior  horse  may  enter 
without  a  certificate  as  to  age,  provided  he  carry  the  same  weight  as 
the  aged. 

6.  No  person  shall  start  more  than  one  horse  of  which  he  is  th& 
owrner,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  and  either  in  his  own  name  or  that 
of  any  other  person,  for  any  race  for  which  heats  are  run. 

7.  Tbm  kone  tbat  has  his  head  at  the  ending-post  first  wioa  the 
heat. 

8.  For  the  best  of  the  plate  where  three  heats  are  run,  the  horse 
is  second  that  wins  one  heat. 

9.  For  the  best  of  the  heats,  the  horse  is  aecond  that  b6ats  the 
other  horses  twice  out  of  three  times,  though  he  did  not  win  a  heat. 

10.  Where  a  plate  is  won  by  two  heats,  the  preference  of  the  horses 
is  determined  by  the  places  they  get  in  the  second  beat. 

11.  Where  a  plate  or  subscription  is  given  to  the  winner  of  the 
beat  of  three  beats,  a  horse,  to  win  the  prize,  must  be  the  actual 
irianer  of  two  beats^  even  though  no  horse  appear  against  him  for 
both  or  either  of  tbe  beats. 

12.  When  three  horses  have  each  won  a  beat,  they  only  must  start 
for  a  fourth^  and  the  preference  among  them  will  be  determined  by 
it^  there  being  before  no  difference  amongst!  them. 

13.  In  running  of  heats,  if  it  cannot  be  decided  which  horse  is 
first,  the  heat  goes  for  nothing,  and  they  may  all  start  again,  except 
it  be  between  two  horses  that  bad  each  won  a  beat. 

14.  If  a  rider  fiill  from  his  horse,  and  the  horse  be  rode  in  by  a 
person  that  is  sufficient  weight,  he  shall  take  his  place  the  same  as 
if  his  rider  bad  not  fallen,  provided  he  go  back  to  the  place  where 
the  rider  fell. 

15.^  Jockies  must  ride  their  horses  to  the  usual  place  for  weighing 
the  riders,  and  be  that  dismounts  before,  or  wants  weight,  is  dis* 
tanced  ;  unless  he  be  disabled  by  an  accident  which  should  render 
him  incapable  of  ridii^g  hack,  in  which  ease  he  may  be  led  or  ear- 
zied  to  tbe  acde. 

16.  Horses'  plates  or  shoes  not  allowed  in  the  weight. 

17.  Hearses  mnniiig  on  tbe  wrong  aide  of  a  poet,  asMl  aot  tunui^ 
baefc,  ase  dastaneed. 

18.  HoTsea  drawn  before  the  plate  is  won  are  distanced. 

19.  Horses  are  distanced  if  their  riders  cross  or  jostle. 
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ao.  AU  complaiati  of  f<ial  xidibg  inuit  be  mad*  befoio  or  at  tht 
time  the  jockey  Ib  weighed. 

21.  No  distance  in  a  fovith  heat. 

22.  A  confinned  bet  cannot  be  off  but  by  mutaal  consent,  except 
in  the  cases  hereaflter  mentioned. 

28.  EitheT  of  the  bettors  may  demand  stakes  to  be  made,  aiid  on 
refusal  declare  the  bet  to  be  void. 

24.  If  a  bettor  be  absent  on  the  day  of  running,  a  public  dedara- 
tion  of  the  bet  may  be  made  on  the  Course,  and  a  demand  whether 
a&y  person  will  make  stakes  for  the  absent  party,  and  if  no  person 
consent  to  do  bo,  the  bet  may  be  declared  yoid. 

25L  Bets  agreed  to  be  paid  or  noeiTed  in  London,  or  any  other 
particular  place,  cannot  be  declared  off  on  the  Coum. 

26.  If  a  matdi  or  sweepstakes  be  made  for  any  particular  day  in 
any  raoe-week,  and  the  parties  agree  to  change  the  ^  to  any  other 
in  the  same  week,  all  bets  must  stand ;  but  if  the  parties  agree  to 
nm  the  race  in  a  diffarent  week,  all  bets  made  before  the  altention 
shaU  be  void. 

27.  The  person  who  lays  the  odds  has  a  right  to  choose  a  horse 
or  the  field :  when  a  person  has  chosen  a  horse  the  field  is  what 
starts  against  him,  but  there  is  no  field  without  one  horse  starts 
against  him. 

28.  Bets  and  stakes  made  in  guineas  are  pud  in  pounds. 

29.  If  odds  are  laid  without  mentioning  the  horse  before  the  race 
is  oyer,  the  bet  must  be  deteimined  by  the  state  of  the  odds  at  the 
time  of  making  it 

SO.  Bets  made  in  running  are  not  determined  till  the  plate  is 
won,  if  that  heat  be  not  mentioned  at  the  time  of  running. 

31.  A  bet  made  after  the  heat  is  oyer,  if  the  horse  betted  on  does 
not  start,  is  yoid. 

32.  Bets  determined  though  the  horse  does  not  start,  when  the 
words  "  absolutely  run  or  pay,"  or  **  play  or  pay,**  are  made  use  of 
in  betting. 

33.  Where  horses  run  a  dead  heat  for  a  sweepstakes  or  plate,  and 
the  parties  agree  to  diyide  the  stakes,  such  horses  shall  be  liable  to 
carry  extra  weight  as  winners :  and  ail  bets  between  such  horses,  or 
between  either  of  them  and  the  field,  must  be  settled  by  the  money 
betted  being  put  together  and  divided  between  the  parties,  in  the 
same  proportion  as  the  stakes  shall  have  been  diyided.  If  a  bet  be 
made  on  one  of  the  horses  that  ran  the  dead  heat  against  a  horse  that 
was  beaten  in  the  race,  he  who  backed  the  horse  that  ran  the  dead 
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beat  wiDS  half  hif  bet    If  tbe  dead  heat  be  the  first  eyent  of  a 
doable  bet,  the  bet  shall  be  yoid. 

84.  Bete  made  on  hoieee  winning  any  number  of  raoee  within  the 
year  shall  be  understood,  however  the  expression  may  be  yaried,  as 
meaning  the  year  of  our  Lord. 

85.  Money  giyen  to  haye  a  bet  laid  shall  not  be  returned,  though 
the  race  be  not  run. 

86.  Hatches  and  bets  are  yoid  on  the  decease  of  either  party  before 
the  match  or  bet  is  determined. 

87.  A  horse  walking  oyer,  or  reoeiying  forfeit,  except  for  a  match, 
shall  be  deemed  a  winner. 

88.  An  untried  stallion  or  mare  is  one  whose  produce  has  neyer 
run  in  public. 

89.  A  maiden  horse  or  mare  is  one  that  has  neyer  won. 

40.  It  being  an  established  rule  that  no  person  can  run,  either  in 
his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person,  two  horses  of 
which  he  is  wholly  or  in  part  the  owner,  for  any  plaUy — and  doubte 
haying  arisen  as  to  the  true  definition  of  the  word  "plate,** — the 
Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  haye  decided  that  where  a  sum  of 
money  is  giyen  to  be  run  for,  without  any  stake  being  made  by  the 
owners  of  the  horses  (the  entrance-money,  whether  given  to  the 
owner  of  the  second  horse,  or  applied  to  the  Bacingfund,  not  being 
considered  a  stake)  such  prize  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  plate.  But 
where  a  stake  is  deposited  by  the  owners  of  the  horses,  which  is  to 
go  to  the  winner;  and  an  additional  sum  of  money,  or  a  cup,  piece 
of  plate,  or  other  reward,  is  ofiered,  as  a  prize  to  the  winner,  eyen 
though  such  addition  shall  be  denominated  a  plate  by  the  donor  ; 
—such  race  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  sweepstakes,  and  not 
a  plate. 
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RULES  AND  ORDERS 

OF  THl 

JOCKEY  CLUB. 


[NxwMABUT,  let  Not.  1881 — At  a  Meeting  of  the  Stewaidi  and 
Memiben  of  the  Jockej  Club,  it  was  stated  that  mac^  onoertaintj 
had  prerailed  with  regard  to  the  operation  of  the  rales  and  orders  of 
the  Jockey  Clnb,  and  therefore  it  was  thought  proper  to  declare  that 
tikej  apply  to  all  races  run  at,  and  engagements  made  for,  New- 
market OHLT,  the  Jockey  Club  haying  no  authority  to  extend  their 
rules  and  orders  to  any  other  place,  although  they  have,  for  the  sake 
of  greater  uniformity  and  certainty,  recommended  the  adoption  of 
the  same  rules  to  the  Stewards  of  other  races :  And  that  the  Stewards 
of  the  Jockey  Club  will  not  receire  any  references  of  disputes  from 
any  places  except  those  at  which  the  rules  and  regulations  of  New- 
market shall  have  been  declared  to  be  in  force  in  the  printed  articles 
of  those  races.] 

1.  The  former  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Jockey  Club  were  repealed 
fifom  the  31st  of  December  1828,  and  the  following  Bules  and  Orders, 
with  such  additions  and  alterations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
made  therein,  are  substituted)  and  to  be  acted  upon. 

Bespecting  the  Stewards. 

2.  The  three  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  now  acting  as  Stewarda 
shall  be  continued  in  their  office  till  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the- 
Jockey  Club,  when  the  senior  Steward  (the  one  who  has  been  the 
longest  in  office)  shall  quit  his  situation  immediately  after  settling 
the  accounts  at  that  meeting,  and  shall  then  name  a  Member  of  the 
Jockey  Club  to  succeed  him,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  re- 
maining Stewards  and  of  the  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  then 
present ;  and  at  erery  subsequent  annual  meeting  the  then  senior 
Steward  shall  in  like  manner  retire  and  name  his  successor. 

aS 
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3.  If  any  difference  of  opinion  ihall  ariit  on  raoh  nomination,  it 
shall  be  decided  bj  a  majority  of  the  members  present ;  whidi  ma-^ 
jority  must  include  one  (at  least)  of  the  continaing  Stewards ;  if 
both  the  continuing  Stewards  are  in  the  minority,  then  there  shall  be 
a  fresh  nomination. 

4.  If  any  of  the  Stewards  shall  die  or  resign  between  the  perioda 
of  the  annual  meetiagSt  ttt«  surriying  ok  oontfaming  Stewards  may 
appoint  a  Member  of  the  Club  to  succeed  the  deceased  or  declining 
Steward,  and  to  stand  in  his  place  in  point  of  seniority ;  but  suck 
nomination  shall  be  noticed  to  the  Ol4ib,  at  their  next  annual,  or  at 
any  spedal  meeting  to  be  called  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  then  be 
Bubject  to  the  like  approbation,  aa  in  the  case  of  a  senior  Steward 
retiring  at  the  expiration  of  his  stewardship. 

When  only  one  Steward  is  present,  and  neither  of  the  absent 
Stewards  shall  have  appointed  a  sobstttote,  the  member  of  the 
Jockey  Club  present  who  has  last  senred  the  office  shall  act  ex 
officio. 

5.  All  disputes  relating  to  racing  at  Newmarket,  if  any  of  the 
parties  interested  should  request  the  interference  of  the  Stewards^ 
•hall  be  determined  by  the  three  Stewards  and  two  referees  (whe 
shall  be  Members  of  the  Club,  one  to  be  chosen  by  each  of  Uiese 
parties  concerned,  if  either  of  them  shall  desire  to  have  referees)* 
Xf  only  two  Stewards  be  present,  they  shall  fix  upon  a  third  person, 
being  a  Member  of  the  Club,  in  lieu  of  the  absent  Steward  i  but 
the  Stewards,  if  they  think  fit,  may  call  in  any  other  Members  of  the 
Jockey  Club  to  their  assistance,  or  may  refer  the  case  to  a  gen«ral 
meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  if  the  importance  or  difficulty  of  the 
matter  in  dispute  shul  appear  to  them  to  require  it 

6.  If  any  dispute  arising  elsewhere  than  at  Newmarket  shaU  be 
referred  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club,  and  they  shall  think  fit 
to  take  it  into  censideratien,  the  matter  nuist  relate  to  Horse^racing^ 
the  facts  or  points  of  difference  be  reduced  into  writmg,  and  be  aenl 
by  or  with  the  sanction  of  the  Stewards  where  the  matter  in  qnestioii 
occurred,  and  the  parties  most  agree  in  wilting  to  aUde  by  the 
decision  of  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club. 

7.  The  three  Stewards,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  have  full  power 
to  make  suoh  regulations  as  th^  may  think  proper  in  regard  to  the 
course  and  exercise  ground. 

8.  The  three  Stewards  shall  hare  the  power  of  appointing  such 
person  or  persons^  as  they  may  c&oose,  to  keep  the  Cofi^ee-room,  the 
Aatdi-book,  receive  the  stakes,  and  collect  the  entrance-money  and 
all  other  funds  belonging  to  the  Jockey  Club:  and  the  Stewards 
shall  be  responsible  to  the  Jockey  Club  for  all  the  money  collected 
as  belonging  to  the  Club.    They  shall  also  hare  the  power  to  appoint 
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tke  Judge  of  tlieBMM,  Clerk  of  tko  Ooune,  or  anyothor  wm&ti 
«fiheGlab. 

9.  Tlie  Stewards  shftll  fix  the  hour  of  startmg  for  each  race  by 
nine  o'clock  in  the  eyening  preoedbg  the  day  of  raDning,  and  notice 
of  the  time  of  starting  is  to  be  fixed  up  in  the  Cofiee-room  imme- 
dialely  afterwards, 

10.  The  Stewards  shall  produce  an  account  of  the  funds  and  dith 
bursements  of  the  Jockey  Club  at  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year. 

Bespecting  the  Admission  of  New  Members. 
For  the  Jockey  Cluh. 

IL  Ballote  for  the  Jockey  Club  shall  take  place  in  the  CmTSB, 
First  Spring,  Second  October,  and  Houghton  Meetings.  The  can- 
didate to  be  proposed  in  a  meeting  previous  to  the  ballot,  or  in  caso 
iha  ballot  takes  place  in  the  Crayen  Meeting,  that  notice  of  his 
lieing  a  candidate  shall  be  stated  in  the  Sheet  Calendar  published 
next  preceding  that  meeting,  and  also  put  up  in  the  Coffee-room  on 
the  Monday  in  that  meeting ;  and  notice  to  be  given  in  writing,  and 
eat  up  in  the  Cofiee«room  on  what  day  the  ballot  will  take  place, 
at  least  one  day  before  the  time  of  balloting.  Nine  Members  (at  the 
It)  shall  ballot,  and  two  black  balls  shall  exclude. 


For  the  New  Booms. 

12.  The  ballot  for  Members  of  the  New  Rooms  may  be  in  any  of 
the  seten  establii^ed  Meetings  at  Newmarket.  Bach  candidate 
must  be  proposed  by  a  Member  of  the  Jockey  Club,  and  his  Chna- 
laan  ,and  Surname,  and  usual  place  of  abode,  with  the  name  of  the 
Member  proposing  him,  put  up  in  the  pining  and  Card-rooms  at 
HewmsTkS»t  (or  in  such  other  pla«e  as  the  Stewards  shiai  appomt) 
on  the  day  preceding  the  baUot.  The  baUot  shall  be  m  the  »««««, 
iMitween  the  hours  of  eleven  and  one;  «r in  the  afternoon,  between 
the  hours^f  four  and  six.  Membew  of  ^e  Jodtey  Club  only  sWl 
be  allowed  to  ballot.  Nine  Membeii  (at  least)  shall  baUot,  and  two 
l»Uck  balls  shall  exclude.  If  eighteen  Members  ballot,  there  must 
Im  three  black  balls  to  exdude. 

13.  A  Member  of  any  of  the  Clubs  in  St  James's  ■**««*»  known 
by  the  names  of  White's,  Brookes's.  and  Boodle's,  may  be  admitted 
a  Member  of  the  New  Booms  without  baUot,  by  applying  to  Mr 
Weatherby,  Keeper  of  the  Match-book,  and  paying  the  same  suni 
for  his  admissioi,  and  the  same  subscription,  as  are  requured  of 
Members  diosen  by  ballot. 

For  the  Coffee^Boom. 

14.  The  ballot  for  Membew  of  the  Coffee-room  ihall  be  in  the 
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Coffee-room  at  Newmarket  (or  at  eaeh  other  place  as  tlie  Stewarde 
shall  appoint)  on  any  day  in  the  present  seyen  established  Meetings, 
between  the  hours  of  eleyen  and  one  o'clock  in  the  morning.  "Rwisk 
candidate  must  be  proposed  by  a  Member  of  the  Jockey  Club,  and 
his  Christian  and  Surname,  and  nsaal  place  of  abode,  with  the  name 
of  the  Member  proposing  him,  be  put  up  in  the  Coffee-room  the  day 
before  the  ballot.  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  only  can  ballot 
(Twelye  Members  (at  least)  must  ballot,  and  two  blac^L  balls  shall 
exclude. 

15.  Any  Member  of  the  New  Booms  may  become  a  Member  of  the 
Coffee-room,  on  signifying  his  wish  to  be  so  to  any  of  the  Stewards, 
or  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Coffee-room ;  and  paying  for  his  admission 
and  subscription,  as  Members  chosen  by  ballot  are  required  to  do. 

16.  A  person,  though  chosen,  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  Member 
of  any  of  these  Clubs  until  he  shall  haye  paid  the  usual  sums  for 
the  admission  and  subscription  of  a  new  Member.  And  the  name 
of  eyeiy  Member  whose  subscription  shall  foe  in  arrear  for  one  year 
shall  be  placed  oyer  the  chimney-piece  in  the  New  Booms  and  in 
the  Coffee-room  at  Newmarket,  in  the  Crayen  Meeting  of  each  year. 
And  if  such  arrear  be  not  paid  by  the  end  of  the  following  Second 
Spring  Meeting,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  Member,  and  shaU  not  be 
again  admitted  as  a  Member  nntil  his  arrears  be  paid,  and  untU  he 
be  again  chosen  by  ballot. 

Any  Member  of  White's,  Brookes*s,  and  Boodle's  (not  being  a  * 
Member  of  the  New  Booms)  may  be  admitted  to  the  New  Booms 
and  Coffee-room  for  any  one  meeting,  by  applying  to  Mr  Wea- 
therby,  Keeper  of  the  Match-book,  wi&out  any  other  charge  than 
the  payment  of  one  half-year's  subscription  to  each.  In  the  eyent 
of  such  person  attending  any  other  meeting  in  the  course  of  the  same 
year,  he  is  to  be  considered  as  a  Member  of  the  New  Booms,  and 
liable  to  all  the  usual  charges. 

The  subscription  to  the  New  Booms  and  Coffee-room,  and  all 
other  charges,  except  the  subscription  to  the  Jockey  Club,  are  paid 
half-yearly ;  the  July  Meeting  to  be  included  in  either  half-year. 

If  any  foreigner  should  be  proposed  at  any  time  as  a  candidate  for 
the  New  Booms  or  Coffee-room,  an  immediate  ballot  may  take  place 
for  such  election,  and  all  foreigners  who  are  elected  are  liable  only 
to  the  household  expenses. 

As  to  Nominations, 

17.  In  all  nominations  and  entrances  for  stakes,  subscriptions,  and 
plates,  of  horses,  &c.  which  haye  not  started  before  the  time  of  nam- 
ing or  entering,  the  sire,  dam,  and  grandam  of  the  horse,  &c.  named 
or  entered  must  foe  mentioned,  if  known,  unless  the  dam  has  a  name 
which  is  to  be  found  in  the  Stud-Book  or  Bacing  Calendar,  in

whieh  case  tbe  name  of  the  aire  and  dam  will  be  niffidenh  If  the 
hone,  &€.  named  or  entered  be  own  brother  or  eister  to  any  hoxee^ 
&c.  haying  a  name  in  the  Stnd-Book  or  Bacing  Calendar,  it  will  be 
anfficient  to  name  it  as  each.  If  the  dam  or  grandam  be  tister  (bat 
which  sister  must  be  specified,  if  there  be  more  than  one)  or  dam  or 
grandam  of  anj  horse,  Ice  haying  a  name  in  the  Stnd-Book  or 
Bacing  Calendar,  it  will  be  safficient  to  mention  her  as  such.  If  the 
dam  or  grandam  is  not  known,  the  sire  of  the  horse,  &c.  must  be 
mention^,  together  with  such  other  particulars  as  will  be  sufficient 
to  identify  the  animal.  If  a  horse  has  once  appeared  in  the  Racing 
Calendar  by  a  name  and  his  pedigree,  it  will  be  sufficient  afterwards 
to  mention  him  by  his  name  only,  eyen  though  he  has  nerer  started. 
If  the  dam  was  coyered  by  more  than  one  stallion,  the  names  of  all 
of  them  must  be  mentioned. 

38.  If  any  horse,  &c.  shall  be  named  or  entered  without  being 
identified  as  before  directed,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  start  in  the 
race,  but  his  owner  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  forfeit,  or,  if  a  play  or 
pay  race,  the  whole  stake.  All  bets  on  a  horse  so  disqualified  for 
etarting  shall  be  yoid. 

For  other  causes  of  disqualification,  tee  rules  under  the  head  of 
Stakes  and  Bets. 

In  case  any  objection  to  the  qualification  of  a  horse  on  the  ground 
of  incorrect  pedigree  or  nomination  be  made  before  the  race  is  run, 
the  Stewards  shall  haye  the  power  of  ordering  that  the  settlement  on 
each  race  shall  be  suspended  until  the  objection  shall  haye  been 
inyestigated;  but  if  any  such  objection  be  made  after  the  race,  it 
ahall  not  afiect  the  bets,  which  must  go  with  the  horse  that  comes  in 
first,  proyided  that  he  is  of  the  right  age,  and  not  otherwise  disqualified 
by  the  laws  of  racing. 

19.  No  person  who  has  once  subscribed  to  a  stake  shall  be  allowed 
to  withdraw  his  name,  and  no  nomination  shall  be  altered  in  any 
respect  after  the  time  of  closing  without  the  consent  of  all  the  parties 
in  the  race  being  first  obtained. 

20.  When  a  person  takes  a  nomination  for  a  stake  in  which  the 
forfeit  is  to  be  declared  by  a  particular  time,  and  does  not  declare 
forfeit  by  the  time  fixed  in  the  article,  he  shall  thenceforth  be  con- 
sidered to  haye  taken  the  engagement  on  himself,  and  his  name  shall 
be  substituted  for  that  of  the  original  subscriber. 

21.  When  any  person  enters  a  horse,  or  subscribes  to  a  stake  under 
a  fictitious  name,  or  in  the  name  of  a  person  not  fully  identified  at 
the  time,  he  shall  be  considered  in  all  respects  as  the  owner  of  the 
hotse,  and  as  the  subscriber  to  the  stake. 

22.  When  the  day  fixed  for  (he  closing  or  naming  for  any  stake, 
or  for  declaring  forfeit  or  produce,  shall  fall  on  Sunday,  subscrip- 
tions, nominations,  or  declarations  for  such  stake  may  be  receiyed  on 
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Iktt  foUoiRBg  ^7,  pfondeA  thftt  there  it  sn  latert*!  of  one  oUar  diy 
Mwees  the  day  ef  clooiif ,  tiMniiigy  or  dedaring,  and  the  day  eC 
niiuiiBg. 

2S.  In  erery  sweejMrtakei  in  which  there  shall  be  an  allowance  of 
weight  to  the  produce  of  untried  horsei  or  mares,  each  allowance  shall 
1)e  daimed  on  the  artide  by  each  aubecriber  before  the  expiration  of 
the  time  of  naming ;  and  if  not  so  claimed,  no  allowance  shall  be 
made,  even  thoagh  the  horse  or  mare  should  proye  to  have  been 
untried  at  the  time  of  naming. 

Respecting  StakeSj  Forfeits^  and  Bets. 

24.  All  stakes  for  matches,  subscriptions,  and  sweepstakes  shall  be 
made  before  the  hour  of  starting  for  the  ^st  race  of  the  day,  in  cash^ 
bank-bills,  or  bankers'  notes,  payable  on  demand,  and  be  paid  into 
the  hands  of  the  person  appointed  by  the  Stewards  to  receire  the 
aame :  and  in  default  thereof  by  any  person,  he  shall  pay  the  whole 
stake  as  a  loser,  whether  his  horse  came  in  first  ai  not,  unless  such 
person  shall  hare  previously  obtained  the  consent  of  the  party  or 
parties  with  whom  he  is  engaged,  to  his  not  staking.  But  this  rule 
la  not  to  extend  to  bets,  which  are  to  be  paid  and  reoeiyed  as  if  no 
fuch  omission  had  happened. 

When  any  person  has  more  than  one  nominatiMi  in  a  stake,  he 
•hall  not  be  allowed  to  start  any  horse  for  it  unless  the  forfeits  be 
paid  for  eyery  horse  which  does  not  start,  bdonging  to  him,  or 
■tanding  in  his  name,  or  in  the  same  name  as  the  horse  which  runs, 
as  well  aa  the  stakes  for  those  which  do. 

25.  A  day-book  shall  be  kept  .by  the  person  appointed  by  the 
Stewards  to  receiye  the  stakes,  in  which  shall  be  entered  an  account 
of  all  matches,  subscriptions,  and  sweepstakes  to  be  run  for;  and 
as  the  different  stakes  are  made,  they  shall  be  entered  therein  aa 
paid. 

All  forfeits  or  money  paid  on  compromising  any  match  or  sweep- 
■takes  shall  bona  fide  be  entered  m  the  day-book,  in  order  that 
all  bettors  may  ascertun  in  what  proportion  they  are  to  pay  and 
leoeiye. 

26.  Fiye  pounds  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed  on  all  forfeits  under 
100/.  declared  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book,  at  or  before  ten 
o'clock  the  eyening  before  running;  and  if  the  forfeit  amount  to 
loot  and  upwards,  102.  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed.  Ail  forfeits  shall 
be  paid  before  twdye  o'clock  at  night  of  the  day  fixed  for  the  race,^ 
and  on  those  forfeits  which  shall  not  be  so  paid  the  deduction  for  the 
timely  declaration  of  such  forfsit  shall  not  be  allowed. 

No  horse  shall  be  considered  as  struck  oot  of  his  engagement, 
unless  the  owner,  or  some  person  authorised  by  him,  shall  giye  notice 
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to  ibe  Kwper  oiUkt  UMUMtotk,  or  to  liit  (Hesk^  or  to  on*  of  tiio 

SiewardspreaeBi. 

2T.  No  ponon  AtLEL  start  a  liorM  for  aay  race,  either  in  hii  own 
name,  or  in  that  of  any  other  person,  iinlees  both  the  owner  and 
naraer  of  each  horse  shall  haye  pidd  all  former  stakes  and  forfeits  to 
tite  Keepor  of  the  Hatch-book  before  the  time  fixed  for  starting  for 
the  first  race  of  each  day  on  which  he  intends  to  start  his  horse. 
And  this  rule  shall  extend  to  forfeits  due  elsewhere  than  at  New- 
market, provided  a  notice  of  sucl^  forfeits  being  due  shall  hare  been 
delivered  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  by  ten  o'clock  in  tho 
evening  preceeding  the  day  of  running. 

No  horBo  shall  start  for  any  race  unless  all  former  stakes  and  for* 
feits  doe  for  that  horse  shall  be  paid  before  the  time  fixed  for  start* 
ing  for  the  first  race  of  the  day  on  which  such  horse  is  intended  to 
run,  provided  that  an  objection  to  such  horse  starting  shall  have 
been  made  by  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  preceding  the  day  of  run- 
ning, to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book. 

28.  A  list  ^  all  stakes  and  forfeits  d«e  at  Newaaxket,  or  else- 
where, shall  be  exhibited  in  the  Cofiee-room  at  Newmarket*  and  a 
similar  list  at  Messrs  Weatherby's  office  in  London. 

The  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  shall  enter  upon  this  list  all  stakes 
and  forfeits  at  Newmarket  that  are  left  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of 
the  week  following  that  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  in- 
curred. 

The  Stewards  or  Managers  of  races  elsewhere  are  recommended 
to  direct  the  person  appointed  to  receive  stakes  to  send  to  Messrs 
Weatherby  a  list  of  unpud  forfeits,  as  soon  after  the  races  as  con- 
veniently may  be,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  placed  upon  the 
Forfeit  List ;  and  if  the  stakeholder  shall  omit  to  make  such  last- 
mentioned  return  within  a  reasonable  time,  it  may  be  made  by  the 
respective  winners  of  the  races  for  which  the  forfeits  are  due.  These 
returns  in  all  cases  to  be  made  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  partiea 
making  them. 

29.  A  list  of  unpaid  forfeits,  with  the  names  of  subscribers  to 
the  stake,  and  the  name  or  description  of  the  horse,  with  the  name' 
or  sufficient  description  of  the  stake,  and  the  amount  of  the  forfeit, 
shall  be  advertised  in  the  Sheet  Baciog  Calendar  after  the  New- 
market July  and  Houghton  Meetings  every  year. 

No  person  whose  name  shall  appear  in  such  advertised  list  shall 
be  entitled  to  enter  or  name  a  horse  for  any  plate,  sweepstakes,  or 
subscription,  either  in  his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  any  other 
person,  unless  he  shall  pay  up  all  the  forfeits^  in  respect  of  which 
his  name  appears  in  the  list,  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  of 
naming  for  such  stake,  &c.  and  no  horse  which  appears  on  such 
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list  Bball  be  qualified  to  be  entered  for  any  race  whaterer  nnlem  the 
forfeits  mentioned  in  the  said  list  as  dae  for  snch  horse  shall  be 
f^aid  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  naming  or  entering  for  such 
race ;  and  no  horse  whose  name  shall  appear  in  such  list  shall  be 
qualified  to  start  for  anj  race,  unless  the  aforesaid  forfeits  shall  be 
paid  before  the  time  fixed  for  starting  for  the  first  race  of  the  day  on 
which  such  horse  is  intended  to  run. 

80.  And  in  order  to  prevent  persons  who  are  defaulters  from 
evading  these  laws,  and  continuing  to  engage  horses  by  the  use  of 
fictitious  names,  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  shall  hare  the 
power  of  calling  upon  a  nominator  to  produce  satisfactory  testimony 
that  the  horse  named  is  not  the  property,  either  wholly  or  in  part, 
of  any  person  whose  name  appears  in  the  advertised  list  of  defaulters^ 
and  if  the  nominator  shall  fail  to  do  so,  the  Stewards  may  cause  the 
nomination  to  be  erased. 

31.  All  persons  whose  names  appear  on  the  list  of  defaulters  may 
be  warned  off  the  Course,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Stewards,  and 
prohibited  from  training  or  exercisingiiorses  on  any  part  of  the  ground 
in  the  occupation  of  the  Jockey  Club. 

82.  When  a  horse  is  sold  with  his  engagememts,  or  any  part  of 
them,  and  a  notification  of  such  sale  is  delivered  to  the  Keeper  of 
the  Match-book,  the  seller  shall  not  have  the  power,  after  the  de- 
livery of  such  notification,  of  striking  the  horse  out  of  the  engage- 
ments with  which  he  is  sold ;  but  as  the  original  subscriber  remains 
liable  to  the  respective  winners  for  the  amount  of  the  forfeits  in 
each  of  these  engagements,  he  may,  if  compelled  to  pay  them  by 
the  purchaser's  default,  place  the  forfeit  on  the  Forfeit  List  in  the 
usual  manner,  as  due  from  the  purchaser  to  himself;  and  until  this 
forfeit  is  repaid,  both  the  purchaser  and  the  horse  shall  remain 
under  the  same  disabilities  as  if  the  purchaser  had  been  the  original 
subscriber.  In  all  cases  of  sale  by  private  treaty,  the  written  ac- 
knowledgment' of  both  parties  that  the  horse  was  sold  with  the 
engagement  shall  be  necessary  to  entitle  either  buyer  or  seller  to  the 
benefit  of  this  rule. 

83.  When  a  person  has  a  horse  engaged  in  the  name  of  another 
person,  and  is  entitled,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  to  start  the  horse 
for  such  engagement,  but,  in  consequence  of  the  namer  being  on  the 
list  of  defaulters,  should  be  prevented  from  starting  his  horse 
without  previously  paying  up  a  forfeit  to  which  he  was  not  other- 
wise liable,  he  may,  if  he  pay  this  forfeit,  start  his  horse,  leaving 
the  forfeit  on  the  list,  and  substituting  his  own  name  for  that  of 
the  person  to  whom  it  was  previously  due ;  and  if  he  should  be  com- 
pelled by  the  Laws  of  Racing  to  pay  any  forfeit  which  had  not  yet 
been  put  upon  the  list,  he*  may,  after  paying  the  amount  of  the 
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forfeit,  luiYe  it  put  upon  the  Forfeit  List  in  the  asaal  manner,  ai  dne 
to  himself. 

34.  If  any  bet  shall  be  made  from  signal  or  indication,  after  the 
«aee  has  been  determined,  such  bet  shall  be  considered  as  fraudulent 
and  Toid,  and  shall  not  be  paid.  And  if  any  serrant  belonipng  to  a 
member  of  this  society  shall  be  found  to  haye  betted  from  any  such 
«ignal,  or  shall  be  conoemed  in  making  any  such  signal,  he  shall  be 
dismissed  from  his  serricto,  and  no  further  employed  by  any  member 
of  this  society. 

35.  All  stakes  and  bets,  whether  expressed  to  be  in  guineas  or 
pounds,  shall  be  paid  in  pounds  sterling. 

36.  All  double  bets  shall  be  considered  as  play  or  pay  bets. 

37.  All  bets  depending  between  any  two  horses  shall  be  Toid  if 
those  horMs  become  the  property  of  the  same  person,  or  of  his 
ATowed  confederate,  subsequently  to  the  bets  being  made. 

38.  All  bets  between  particular  horses  shall  be  Yoid  if  neither  of 
them  happen  to  be  the  winner,  unless  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the 
contrary. 

39.  If  a  match  or  sweepstakes  be  made  for  any  particular  day  in 
any  raoe-week,  and  the  parties  agree  to  change  the  day  to  any  other 
in  .the  same  week,  all  bets  must  stand ;  but  if  the  parties  agree  to 
run  the  race  in  a  different  week,  all  bets  made  before  the  alteration 
shall  be  roid. 

40.  When  the  riders  of  any  horses  brought  out  to  run  for  any  race 
jtfe  called  upon  by  the  persons  appointed  to  start  them,  to  take  their 
places  for  that  purpose,  the  owner  of  eyery  horse  which  comes  up  to 
the  post  shall  be  considered  as  liable  to  pay  his  whole  stake,  and  all 
bets  respecting  such  horses  shall  be  considered  as  play  or  pay  bets. 

41.  When  any  bettor  has  been  adjudged  to  be  a  defaulter  by  the 
Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club,  notice  shall  be  giyen  to  him  that  he 
will  not  be  permitted  any  longer  to  come  into  the  Ooffee-room  yard 
at  Newmarket,  nor  upon  the  Baoe  Course  there,  until  it  shall  haye 
been  certified  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book,  by  his  seyeral  cre- 
ditors, that  their  claims  haye  been  satisfied ;  and  if  after  such  notice 
be  should  disregard  the  prohibition,  it  shall  be  enforced  against  him 
by  the  usual  legal  process ;  at  the  expiration  of  the  Spring  and 
October  Meetings,  the  names  of  such  defaulters  shall  be  communi- 
cated to  Messrs  Tattersall,  in  order  that  they  may  also  be  excluded 
firom  the  Betting-room  in  their  yard. 

The  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  will  not  entertain  any  claim 
emanating  from  a  person  who  has  receiyed  the  aboye-named  notice, 
until  the  elums  upon  him  shall  be  certified  to  haye  been  dis« 
charged. 
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Tfiak. 

42.  No  person  shall  try  the  horse,  &c.  of  anj  other  person  than 
kis  dedared  confederate,  without  giving  notice  of  each  trial  by  in- 
ecrilMng  the  name  or  proper  description  of  the  horse,  kc  tried,  and 
the  name  of  his  oiraer,  in  the  Trial-book  kept  at  the  Coffee-room^ 
Newmarket,  within  one  hour  after  the  trial  has  taken  place,  or  by 
nine  o'do<^  in  the  morning,  in  case  the  trial  shall  have  taken  place 
at  an  eerliev  hour ;  and  the  hour  of  running  such  trial  and  also  the 
hour  of  making  the  entry,  shall  be  noted  in  the  Trial-book.  And  ia 
ease  any  trial  shall  not  be  entered,  the  groom  having  the  care  of  the 
horse  running  with  the  trial  horse  and  being  present  at  the  trial,  or 
if  not  present  then  the  owner  of  any  horse  running  with  such  trial 
horse  uiall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  the 
penalty  or  sum  of  lOl  for  every  such  offence;  but  the  Stewards 
Aall  have  the  power  to  mitigate  such  penalty  to  not  less  than  5^  in 
case  it  shall  fall  upon  any  groom. 

4S.  Byery  bet  made  upon  or  against  any  horse  running  in  a  trial, 
ketween  the  time  of  sndi  trial  and  the  entering  it  in  the  Trial-book* 
whether  it  be  entered  within  the  time  prescribed  or  not,  shall  be 
Toid. 

44.  Brery  engagemMit  made  with  any  hone,  ko,  running  in  a 
trial  between  the  time  of  such  trial  and'  the  entering  of  it  in  the 
Srial*book,  whether  it  be  entered  within  the  time  prescribed  or  not^ 
■hall  not  be  run,  but  the  owner  of  such  tried  horse  shall  be  consi- 
dered as  baring  declared  forfeit,  and  be  liable  to  pay  the  forfeit 
eeoordittgly,  unless  his  opponents  or  any  of  them  shall  desire  to  hold 
him  to  his  engagement.  And  in  case  any  horse  so  tried  shall  hare 
ftarted  for  and  won  any  race  made  subcMquently  to  the  trial,  and 
before  the  entry  of  it  in  the  Trial-book,  his  owner  shall  not  be  enti- 
tled to  the  stake  so  won ;  and  in  case  he  shall  have  actually  received 
it,  he  shall  pay  it  back  into  the  hands  of  the  stake-holder,  who  shall 
pay  it  over  to  the  owner  of  the  second  horse,  or,  in  case  of  a  match, 
shall  pay  it  over  to  the  owner  of  the  beaten  horse;  but  if  such 
horse  shall  have  lost  such  race,  his  owner  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
claim  or  to  be  repaid  his  stake  or  deposit  for  such  race ;  and  in  those 
cases  such  disqualification  shall  attach  to  the  horse,  without  regard 
to  any  change  of  the  property  in  him  ;  and  if  with  respect  to  the 
disqualification,  there  shall  be  any  difficulty  in  ascertaining  the 
horse  or  horses  tried,  the  owner  of  the  horse  or  horses  so  tried  shall 
be  bound,  on  the  request  of  the  Stewards,  to  declare  to  them  which 
of  his  horses  ran  in  such  trial,  and  in  case  he  shall  decline  so  to  do, 
the  Stewards  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the  disqualification  upon 
any  one  or  more  of  the  horses  of  such  owner  at  their  option. 

45.  No  notice  of  trial  shall  be  required,  where  the  trial  is  ran  «t 
a  greater  distance  than  twenty-five  miles  from  Newmarket    . 
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46.  The  day,  with  respect  to  the  engaging  ef  the  ground  for  triale, 
diall  be  diyided  into  three  periods;  that  is,  preTioual/  to  eight  o'clock 
in  the  moniing,  from  one  to  half-past  three  in  the  afternoon,  and  after 
half-past  three  in  *the  afternoon,  from  the  first  day  of  the  Grayen 
Meeting  to  the  end  of  the  Houston  Meeting :  during  the  rest  of  the 
year  the  first  period  extends  to  nine  o*clo&  in  the  morning.  No 
trainer  shall  haye  the  ground  for  trying  horses  more  than  one 
Moming  and  one  portion  of  the  aftenoon  in  the  sane  weeh,  and 
fciainen  haying  less  than  ten  horses  shall  be  allowed  to  haye  the 
greimd  only  for  one  period  of  time.  A  trainer  not  haying  more  than 
ftye  horses  in  training  can  only  have  his  name  down  once  at  the  same 
tone ;  a  trainer  not  haying  more  than  ten  horses  only  twice ;  and  a 
trainer  with  more  than  ten  only  three  times. 

47-  Notice  for  engaging  the  ground  shall,  at  least  one  day  before 
the  day  it  is  used,  1m  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose 
at  the  Coflfee-room  in  Newmarket.  And  no  notice  or  warning  shall 
be  deemed  sufficient  unless  ^yen  as  before  directed. 

48.  If  any  person  shall  be  detected  in  watching  a  trial,  or  shall  be 
proyed  to  haye  employed  any  person  to  watch  a  trial,  he  shall  be 
seryed  with  a  notice  to  keep  off  the  heath ;  and  if  in  the  employment 
of  any  member  of  the  Club,  or  of  any  groom  or  rider  employed  by 
any  member  of  the  Club,  he  shall  be  dismissed  from  his  s«ryice,  and 
not  again  employed. 

The  Cup  and  Whip. 

49.  The  Cup  may  be  diallenged  for  on  the  Monday  x  Tuesday  in 
the  First  Spring  Meeting  in  eadi  year;  to  be  run  for  oyer  the  B.C. 
Ott  Tuesday  in  the  First  October  Meeting  foUowing,  by  horses,  &c. 
the  property  of  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club ;  four  years  old  cany- 
ing  8st  71b,  fiye  years  old,  9st  21b,  six  years  old  and  aged,  9st  6B>. 
Bach  pemon,  at  the  time  of  efaalknging,  is  to  subscribe  his  name  to 
»  paper  to  be  hung  up  in  the  Coffee-room  at  Newmarket,  and  deliyer 
to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match -book  the  name  or  description  of  the 
horse,  &c.  sealed  up,  which  shall  be  kept  till  six  o'clock  on  the 
Saturday  eyening  of  that  week ;  and  if  not  aooepted,  or  only  one 
challenger,  to  be  returned  unopened ;  but  if  accepted,  or  if  more  than 
one  challenger,  to  be  then  opened  and  declared  a  match,  or  s^^eepstakes 
for  200  soy.  each,  play  or  pay.  If  the  challenge  be  not  accepted,  the 
Cup  to  be  deliyered  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  in  the  Meeting 
ensuing  the  challenge,  for  the  person  who  may  become  entitled  to  the 
nme. 

50.  The  Whip  may  be  challenged  for  on  the  Tuesday  or  Wedaes- 
^  in  the  Second  Spring,  or  on  Monday  or  Tuesday  in  the  Second 
October  Meeting  in  each  year,  and  the  aooeptance  roust  be  signified 
ev  the  Whip  zeaigMd,  before  the  end  <MF  the  same  Meeting.    If  dial- 
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leDged  for  and  accepted  in  the  Spring,  to  be  ran  for  on  Uie  Taeiday 
in  uie  Second  October  Meeting  following;  and  if  in  the  October,  on 
the  Thundaj  in  the  Second  Spring  Meeting  following,  B.C.  weight 
lOit,  and  to  stake  200  mt.  eadi,  play  or  pay. 

The£l  per  cent.  PUUes. 

51.  The  stake-holder  shall  deducfc  IZ.  per  cent,  upon  all  sams  won 
at  Newmarket  in  sweepstakes  or  matches,  where  the  clear  sum  to  be 
reoeiTed  by  the  winner,  oyer  and  aboye  his  own  stake,  shall  amoont 
4o  100?.  or  more  (anless  the  winner  shall  object  to  allowing  each 
deduction  to  be  made)  and  the  money  so  raised  shall  be  disposed  of 
in  the  following  manner,  yiz. 

Two  handicap  plates  of  lOOZ.  each,  for  three,  four,  fiye,  six  yean 
old,  and  aged  horses,  shall  be  annually  giyen  to  be  ran  for ;  one  in 
the  Second  October  Meeting,  A.F.,  and  the  other  in  the  Houghton 
Meeting,  from  the  D.I.  And  if  any  horse-keeper  shall  object  to 
contribute  to  the  aboye  fund,  he  will  not  be  allowed  to  start  a  horse 
for  either  of  those  plates. 

The  StaJce-hoIder  at  Newmarket. 

52.  The  stake-holder  at  Newmarket  shall  be  allowed  to  retain, 
t>ut  of  the  stakes  in  his  hands,  the  following  fees  for  his  trouble ; 
Tiz. 

For  eyery  match,  one  pound. 

For  eyeiy  plate,  one  pound. 

For  eyery  subscription  or  sweepstakes,  where  the  whole  stake  exceeda 
100/.  and  does  not  amount  to  lOOOZ.  two  pounds. 

For  eyery  sweepstakes  where  the  whole  stake  amounts  to  1000/.  or 
iipwardf,  fiye  pounds.    • 

Belating  to  other  Matters  7U>t  before  specified. 

58.  If  for  any  plate,  sweepstakes,  or  subscription,  the  first  two 
horses  shall  come  in  so  near  together  that  the  Judge  shall  not  be 
»ble  to  decide  which  won,  those  two  horses  shall  ran  for  such  prize 
oyer  again,  half  an  hour  after  the  last  race  on  the  same  day :  the 
other  horses  which  started  shall  be  deemed  losers,  and  be  entitled  to 
their  respectiye  places,  as  if  the  race  had  been  finally  determined  the 
first  time. 

54.  Byery  person  who  shall  ride  for  a  race  at  Newmarket  shall 
be  weighed  immediately  after  the  same,  and  shall  be  allowed  21b 
aboye  the  weight  specified  for  his  horse  to  carry,  and  no  more, 
unless  the  weight  he  actually  rode  be  declared  as  the  weight  he  in- 
tended to  ride :  and  if  any  horse  shall  carry  more  than  21b  aboye 
his  weight  without  a  declaration  haying  been  made  by  the  jockey, 
or  the  owner  of  the  horse,  or  by  hit  seryant,  to  the  Steward  or 
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Xeeper  of  tlie  Mfttch-book  al  iMfi  one  hour  before  the  time  fixed 
fiv  Uie  first  rmoe  of  the  day,  then  such  horee  ihall  not  be  eon^dered 
the  winner  of  the  race,  eyen  though  he  ahoiild  oome  in  fint,  but 
thaQ  be  placed  ae  the  laat  hone  in  the  race,  and  hie  owner  ahall 
pay  the  suke  as  for  a  beaten  horee ;  and  whether  the  hone  oomei  in 
fint  or  not,  the  jockey  shall  be  fined  5/.  for  his  neglect*  and  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  ride  in  a  public  race  at  Newmarket  until  the  said  fine 
be  paid. 

[Bxoepiion. — As  the  exact  fulfilment  of  this  rule  is  attended 
wi^  great  inconrenience  at  country  race  meetings,  the  Jockey  Glob* 
recommend  that  at  all  race  meetings  (Newmarket  excepted)  it  shall 
be  conndered  a  sufficient  declaration  of  the  actual  weight  to  be  car- 
ried by  a  horse  if  the  declaration  is  made  in  writing  and  posted  up 
officiallj  a  dear  half-hour  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  race  in 
which  the  horse  is  intended  to  run ;  or  if  no  time  is  fixed,  a  dear 
half-hour  before  the  race  is  run.] 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Jod^ey  Club  passed  in  the  Houghton 
Keeting  1852,  jockies  are  required  to  weigh  at  the  uiual  plMe  of 
weighing  before  the  race  as  well  as  after,  unless  excused  by  the 
Stewards  for  some  special  reason,  when  the  itaei  must  be  notified  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Scales. 

55.  The  person  appointed  by  the  Stewards  to  weigh  the  jockies 
shall,  immediately  after  each  day's  race,  report  to  the  Keeper  of  the 
Xatdi-book  how  much  each  horse  carried,  where  he  carried  more 
than  2ib  aboTO  the  specified  weight.  And  the  Keeper  of  the  Hatch- 
book  is,  as  soon  after  as  may  be,  to  conmiunicate  such  report  to  the 
Stewards,  or  one  of  them.  And  the  weight  each  horse  actuallj 
csnied,  if  more  than  21b  abore  his  weight,  shall  be  published  in  tho 
first  list  printed  after  the  raoe>  and  also  in  the  account  published  in 
the  Badng  Calendar. 

56.  Brery  groom  shall  haye  his  horse  at  the  post,  ready  to  start. 
witiun  fire  minutes  of  the  time  appointed  by  the  Stewards.  And 
efeij  jockey  is  to  be  there,  ready  to  start,  within  the  same  time. 
And  erery  groom  and  jockey  making  default  herein  shall  forfeit  5/. 
to  be  paid  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Hatch-book,  and  by  him  accounted 
for  to  the  Stewards. 

57.  The  person  appointed  to  start  the  horses  shall  mark  in  his 
list  the  time  when  the  horses  in  each  race  actually  started ;  and  if 
there  hare  been  any  false  starts,  the  first  of  them  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  the  time  of  starting  for  that  race.  And  he  shall  make  a 
report  thereof  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Hatdi-book  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  day  the  races  are  run.  And  if  any  dday  beyond  the  allowed 
time  shall  haye  taken  place,  he  shall  state  by  whom,  or  by  what 
cause,  the  dday  was  occasioned.  He  shall  regulate  his  watdi  by 
the  Gofbe-room  dock,  which  shall  be  coniideied  as  the  true  time  for 
this  purpose. 
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The  person  appointed  to  start  the  horses  has  MthotitT  to  order 
the  jockiee  to  draw  np  in  a  line  as  farlMjond  the  stuting-post  »b 
he  may  think  necessarj ;  and  any  jockey  disobeying  the  orders  of 
the  starter,  or  taking  any  iin£ur  ad?antage,  shall  be  liable  to  be 
fined  in  such  sum,  not  exceeding  SI,  as  the  Stewarda  of  the  Jockey 
dob  may  think  fit  to  inflict^  or  to  be  suspended  frem  riding  for  m 
time  to  be  fixed  by  the  Stewards. 

58.  (This  rale  reapecting  th*  ahewing  o#  hsoes  at  STewinarkct  is 
no  longer  in  force.) 

59.  When  any  maidi  is  made  in  whidi  crossing  and  josi&ig  are 
not  mentioned,  they  shall  be  understood  to  be  barred. 

60.  When  any  matoh  or  awe^istakes  shall  be  made,  and  no  weight 
mentioned,  the  horses  shall  carry  8st  71b  each.  And  if  any  weight 
is  given,  the  highest  weight  shall  be  Sst  71b. 

61.  When  any  mat^  or  sweepstakes  shall  be  laade,  and  no  coww 
menUeoed,  the  course  shall  be  that  w4u^  is  usaally  ran  by  liefsea 
of  the  same  age  as  those  engaged ;  vis. 

If  yearlings,  the  Yearling  Coiiree. 

If  2  years  old,  the  Two  years  old  Coarse. 

If  3  years  old,  Bowley  HUe. 

If  4  years  old,  Diitoh  id.    And 

If  5  years  old  and  apwarda.  Beacon  Ooane. 

And  if  the  hones  should  be  of  different  ages,  the  coarse  dball  be 
fixed  by  the  age  of  the  youngest. 

<2.  The  Keeper  ef  the  Matdk-boek  shall  charge' the  psopfiaten 
of  each  hones  as  receive  forfeit,  and  shall  be  exeosed  frME  appearing, 
with  the  same  Ises  for  weights  and  eealesas  if  they  had eome  over 
the  coarse. 

63.  Towards  defraying  the  expense  of  repairing  the  oomseand 
exercise  ground,  one  gainea  amui^y  shall  be  paid  in  respect  of 
every  race-horse  tiiat  shall  be  trained  or  exerdsed,  or  that  diall  ran 
any  {nnvate  trial  or  public  race  thereon.  And  the  same  siiall  be 
paid  by  tbe  etable-keeper  or  servant  having  the  eare  of  aodi  horsey 
and  be  charged  by  him  to  the  owner  of  such  horse.  The  Stewarde 
ahall  make  such  orders  as  they  think  fit  relative  to  the  retorns  to  be 
made  by  the  staUe-keq>ers  or  servants  of  the  horses  under  their 
care,  and  if  any  each  stabie-luM^er  or  servant  shall  fiul  to  make  a 
true  return  according  to  this  ^rdor,  lie  will  be  •aiduuiged  one  guinea 
fu  each  hone  emitted  in  Ua  liet. 

iV.£.— At  present  aU  IraiMrs  are  requifed  to  send  in  en  the  let 
of  February  a  list  ef  the  horses  wliicih  haee  been  under  thek  charge 
f^em  the  1st  of  Janaary,  and  on  the  li*  of  every  sueeeeding  moalh 
a  list  of  awjradditiesialhensi  that  have  been  under  thiir  eare  sinee 
the  preceding  return. 
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114.  If  in  niBBiiig  for  any  neo  one  hone  Aail  joitle  or  eroflt 
•Aother,  suoh  kone  and  trery  hone  b^Dsing  to  the  iUM  cmuu, 
er  in  whidi  lie  ahAll  hftTe  a  share,  mnning  m  the  eame  raee,  diall 
he  diiqnalified  fw  wisning  the  race,  whether  sa^  joitk  er  ctoM 
happened  by  the  fwernDg  of  the  hone,  or  by  the  foul  and  careleN 
ridUog  of  the  jeck^,  or  otherwise ;  and  where  one  hotse  croMss  di» 
tiadL  of  another  next  behind  him,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  tvfident 
eanse  of  cemplaiilt,  unless  he  be  two  clear  lengths,  or  mora,  before 
tifcie  horse  whose  track  he  erosses,  it  being  deiirable  that,  when 
«noe  the  joekey  has  taken  his  ground,  he  should  not  preveat  any 
otiier  jockey  firom  coming  up,  either  on  his  right  or  left  hand.  And 
if  such  cross  or  jostle  shall  be  preyed  to  have  happened  through  tha 
foul  riding  of  the  jockey,  he  shall  be  disqualified  from  again  riding 
St  Newmarket ;  or  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or  suspension  for  a 
time,  as  the  Stewards  shall  think  fit ;  it  being  absolutely  necessiuy, 
as  well  for  the  safety  of  the  jockies  themselves  as  for  satisfaction 
of  the  public,  that  foul  riding  should  be  punished  by  the  seyerest 
penalties. 

65.  All  complaints  of  foul  riding  must  be  made  before,  or  at  the 
time,  the  jockey  complaining  is  weighed ;  and  it  may  be  made 
either  by  the  owner,  jockey,  or  groom  of  the  hone  to  one  of  the 
Stewards,  to  the  Keeper  of  the  lllatch-book,  to  the  Judge  of  the 
race,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Coune,  or  to  the  person  appointed  to  weigh 
the  jockies. 

65.  In  naming  or  entering  for  any  race  where  thM«  shall  be  any^ 
partieular  conditions  required  as  a  qualificatMm  to  start,  it  shall  be 
sufficient  if  the  h<»se  were  ^pialified  at  the  expiration  of  the  time 
allowed  for  naming  or  entering,  and  he  shall  not  be  disqualified  by 
anytlung  which  may  happen  after  the  expiration  of  that  time,  unless 
■o  specified  in  the  article  :  and  if  any  additional  weight  is  to  be  oar* 
ried  by  horses  which  have  won  one  or  more  plates  or  races  within 
the  year,  it  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  year  of  our  Lord  ;  but 
on  all  articles  where  it  is  stated  that  wionen  shall  cany  extra  pe- 
nalties of  weight,  such  penalties  shall  be  enfcsced  up  to  the  time  of 
starting. 

67.  Where  it  is  made  a  condition  of  any  plate  or  subscription  that 
the  winner  shall  be  sold  for  any  given  sum,  the  owner  of  the  second 
hone  being  fint  entitled,  &;c.  no  other  person  than  one  who  ran  a 
hone  in  the  race  shall  be  entitled  to  elaim.  The  horse  claimed  shall 
not  be  delivered  till  he  is  paid  for ;  and  he  must  be  paid  for  on  the 
day  of  the  race,  otherwise  the  party  claiming  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
demand  the  horse  at  any  future  period  ;  but,  nevertheless,  the  owner 
of  the  winning  horse  may  insist  upon  tibe  daimant  taking  and  paying 
lor  the  horse  claimed.  ^ 

68.  When  the  qualification  of  any  horse  is  objected  to  by  ten 
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o'clock  in  the  moming  of  the  dfty  of  ftariiogt  the  owner  nraet  pio- 
dnoe  a  oertificate*  or  other  proper  docament,  to  the  Steward  or  Clerk 
of  the  Coone,  or  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  if  the  case  hi^pen 
at  Newmarket,  before  the  race  ii  ran.  to  prove  the  qualification  of 
the  hone ;  and  if  he  shall  start  his  horse  without  so  doing,  the  prize 
shall  be  withheld  for  a  period  to  be  fixed  upon  by  the  Stewards,  at 
the  expiration  of  which  time,  if  the  qualification  be  not  proved  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Stewards,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  prize,, 
though  his  horse  shall  have  come  in  first ;  but  it  shall  be  giyen  to 
the  owner  of  the  second  horse.  When  the  qualification  of  a  horse  is 
objected  to  after  that  time,  the  person  making  the  objection  must 
proye  the  disqualification. 

69.  It  is  expected  that  erery  Member  of  the  Clubs  at  Newmarket^ 
and  eyery  person  running  or  training  horses  at  Newmarket,  shall 
consider  themselves  amenable  to  these  rules,  and  such  others  as  the 
Stewards  may  from  time  to  time  think  fit  to  adopt  for  the  better 
regulation  of  racing  at  Newmarket.  And  all  trainers,  jockies, 
grooms,  and  servants  of  such  persons  are  strictly  enjoined  to  observe 
the  same.  And  if  any  trainer,  jockey,  groom,  or  servant,  shall  be 
proved  to  have  been  guilty  of  any  infraction  of  these  rules,  or  orders, 
or  any  of  them,  he  will  be  punished  by  the  Stewards  to  such  extent 
as  they  may  think  the  case  requires,  and  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  have  the  power  to  enforce. 

70.  AU  disputes  referred  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  will 
be  adjudged  according  to  their  published  Rules  and  Orders,  where 
any  of  them  are  applicable  to  the  case  submitted  to  them ;  and 
where  not,  according  to  the  established  rules  of  racing. 

71.  In  all  handicaps  at  Newmarket,  when  the  highest  weight 
accepting  is  under  8st  7D>}  it  shall  be  raised  to  8st  71b,  and  the  others 
in  proportion. 

72.  No  races  for  Gfentlemen  riders  are  allowed  at  Newmarket 
during  the  regular  Meetings  without  the  sanction  of  the  Stewards, 
and  in  the  event  of  this  sanction  being  obtained,  the  races  must  be 
the  first  or  last  of  the  day. 

73.  No  role,  or  alteration  of  a  rule  of  the  Jockey  Club,  shall  take, 
effect  until  it  has  been  published  in  the  Bacing  Calendar,  unless 
specially  ordered  to  the  contrary  at  the  time  the  said  rule  or  altera- 
tion is  adopted. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  on  Wednesday  in  the 
Houghton  Meeting  1886,  it  was  resolved  that  in  future  the  Stewards 
should  have  the  power,  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  of  putting  off 
the  races  from  day  to  day,  and  that  all  bets  on  such  races  should 
stand. 
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At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  dab,  held  on  Thursday  in  the  Second 

October  Meeting  1888,  which  was  reiy  nomerouBly  attended,  it  wae 

manimouBly  resolyed— 

That  it  IB  the  opinion  of  this  Club  that  it  is  necessary  to  declare 
their  extreme  disapprobation  of  horses  being  started  for  races 
without  the  intention  on  the  part  of  tiieir  owners  of  trying  to  win 
them. 

That  no  horse,  though  coming  in  first,  shall  hereafter  be  deemed 
the  winner  of  any  plate,  matcb,  or  sweepstakes,  whether  handicap 
or  not,  who  shall  be  proyed  to  hare  run,  or  to  haye  continued 
to  run,  under  a  false  description,  and  such  disqualification  shall 
jemain  in  force  until  his  proper  pedigree  shall  be  ascertained  and 
recorded.  But  no  such  objection  to  the  qualification  of  a  horse 
ahall  be  receiyed  after  the  lapse  of  twelve  months  from  the  time  of 
running. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  on  the  16th  of  October 
1888,  it  was  resolved  that  any  member  of  a  Bacing  Club,  riding  in 
with  the  leading  horses  in  a  race,  shall  be  fined  to  the  amount  of  25 
80Y.  and  all  other  persons  to  the  amount  of  5  sot. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  at  Newmarket  on  Wednes- 
day the  12th  of  October  1842,  it  was  unanimously  resolyed — 
That  the  Jockey  Club,  and  the  Stewards  thereof,  will  henceforth  take 

no  cognizance  of  any  disputes  or  claims  with  respect  to  bets. 
They  would  recommend  all  persons  haying  disputes  thereupon  to 

decide  the  same  by  referees,  one  to  be  chosen  by  each  of  the  parties, 

and  the  two  to  select  a  third. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  on  Saturday,  June  15th, 
1844,  it  was  resolyed  that  the  Stewards  of  Newmarket  for  the  time 
being  should  act  conjointly  with  the  Stewards  of  Epsom  in  the  manage- 
ment of  Epsom  races. 

MEETING  ov  the  JOCKEY  CLUB,  Monday,  June  17,  1844. 

The  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  haying  assembled  to  take  into 
consideration  some  circumstances  which  haye  lately  occurred  on  the 
Turf,  and  which  seem  urgently  to  require  that  the  attention  of  the 
Club  should  without  delay  be  directed  to  them,  haye  come  to  the 
following  resolutions : 

Ist.^That  cases  haye  occurred  in  which  persons  haye  fraudulently 
entered  to  run  for  stakes,  which  by  the  published  conditions 
were  limited  to  horses  of  a  specified  age,  horses  above  the  age  so 
specified ;  gaining  for  the  horses  so  entered  an  unfair  advantage 
over  their  competitors,  and  thus  races  have  been  won  by  horses 
which  were  in  reality  not  qualified  to  start. 
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SmL  li  AppeMf  io  Om  Olnb  ihal  Moh  pmo0«4iiigi  noioilj  t«nid  to 
df&wid  tke  owDtni  of  tkow  faMWs  widch  woiild  oUMnrin  hsve 
been  winners,  but  are  calculated  to  inflict  an  iajury  apon  tk* 
Turf  by  bringing  racing  into  dinepute,  and  bj  deterring  honour- 
able  men  from  entering  into  a  competition  in  whicbi  the/  run  tbfr 
risk  of  being  encountered  bj  inch  dii honest  riyals. 

3rd.  That  the  Club,  as  patrons  of  racing,  haye  in  this  matter  a 
direct  interest  separate  from  that  of  the  indiyidnals  who  may 
happen  to  be  sufferers  bj  such  frauds :  and  that  it  behoTes  them 
to  take  care  that  in  all  such  oases  the  law  by  which  such  frauda 
ate  punishable  should  be  duly  enforced.  But  it  may  frequently 
happen  that  the  indirldnal  upon  whom  such  frauds  haye  been 
practised  may,  on  application  to  the  Stewards  of  the  race,  obtain 
redress,  so  far  as  regards  the  payment  of  the  stakes,  and 
being  content  with  this,  may  not  choose  to  incur  the  trouble  and 
expense  of  prosecuting  the  offending  parties,  and  thus  such 
parties,  or  other  parties  of  a  similar  description,  may  be  indueed 
by  the  expectation  of  impunity  to  repeat  attempts  of  the  same 
kind. 

4th.  That  in  all  CMse  in  which  it  riiall  be  established  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Jockey  Club  that  a  -fraud  has  been  practised  ev 
attempted,  by  any  person  in  regard  to  the  entering  or  nmniBg 
any  horse  for  any  race,  or  that  any  other  fraudulent  proceeding, 
wMch  is  punishable  by  law,  has  taken  place  in  regard  to  any 
race,  the  Jockey  Club  shall,  if  they  think  fit,  with  the  consent 
of  the  party  aggriered  (in  case  such  party  should  decline  to 
prosecute)  take  such  steps  as  may  be  recommended  by  proper 
legal  adyisers,  for  the  purpose  of  inflicting  on  the  offenders  the 
punishment  to  which  they  haye  rendered  themseWes  liable. 

5th.  When  the  age  or  qualiflcation  of  ^a  horse  is  objected  to,  either 
before  or  after  running,  for  any  race  in  which  he  is  engaged,  the 
Stewards,  or  those  whom  they  may  appoint,  being  membenof  the 
Jockey  Club,  shall  haye  power  to  order  aa  examination  of  the 
hone's  mouth,  by  competent  persons^  and  to  call  for  all  such 
eyidenee  as  they  may  require*  and  their  dedsion  shall  be  final ; 
unlea  they  shall  tUnk  fit  to  recommend  that  the  question  in 
dispute  be  oarried  into  a  Court  of  Law« 

6th.  If  a  horse  shall  run,  or  be  brought  to  run,  in  any  raoe  in 
England,  or  elsewhere,  and  it  shall  be  proyed  to  the  satisfisction 
of  the  Stewards,  or  of  those  whom  they  may  appoint^  that  the 
horse  was  not  of  the  age  represented,  the  owner,  or  part  owner, 
tndner,  groom,  or  person  haying  the  caie  of  sudi  horse  at  the 
time,  shall  be  for  ever  disqualified  from  ruoniug  or  training  any 
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I  v2i«re  ihe  ruloe  of  tUe  Jodray  CUb  »ppljt  and  from  bting 
employed  by  any  Member  of  the  said  Club. 

7iii.  No  borse  ioaled  out  of  the  United  Kiogdetn  ehall  foe  entered  for 
any  i»oe  where  the  rulee  of  the  Jockey  Club  prerail,  unlem  the 
owner  shall,  at  the  time  of  naming,  produce  to  the  person  appointed 
to  reeeiye  such  nomination,  and  leaye  with  him  a  certificate  of 
seme  rad&g  dub  of  the  cenntry  where  the  horse  was  foaled,  or 
£rom  the  mayor  or  other  public  officer  of  the  district,  stating  the 
a^,  pedi^m,  and  colour  of  the  horse,  and  the  marks  by  whkh  it 
k  dskiofttlshed. 

At  a  MectiBg  of  the  Jockey  Olob,  held  Juae  7t  1845,  it  was  miani- 
seWed, 


That  if  a  horse  shall  fraudulently  run,  or  be  entered  to  run,  for  any 
race  by  a  false  description,  such  horse  shall  be  thenceforth  disquali- 
fied for  rcwniDg  m  any  race. 

At  a  Jieeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  at  Kewawrket  on  Wodoei- 
day  in  the  Second  October  Meeting  1947,  it  was  resolred, 

That  IB  future,  when  a  plate  glren  from  the  funds  of  the  Jockey  Clab 
U  walked  over  for  at  Newmarket,  only  half  the  amount  shall  be 
paid. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Clubi  held  at  Newmarket  after  the  raoes 
on  Wednesday  in  the  Houghton  Meeting  1847,  it  was 

Aesolyed — That  all  public  stakes  in  which  heretofore  there  has  been 
an  allowance  for  the  produce  of  untried  horses  or  mares,  should 
hereafter  be  drawn  up  so  as  to  extend  the  allowance  to  the  produce 
of  b<Mrae0  or  mares  that  never  bred  a  winner. 

Resolved — ^Tbat  the  Stewards  be  requested  to  giro  sufficient  notice  of 
btttiseos  to  be  <conBidered  at  Meetings  of  the  Jockey  Club ;  and 
tbai  in  the  Second  Spring,  July,  and  First  October  Meetings,  no 
apeetal  business  ehall  be  transacted  of  which  notice  is  not  giyen  by 
adrertieeiiteot  n  the  Bacing  Calendar,  or  by  a  drcular  sent  to  ea<n 
Mesnber. 

Besolved — That  Bule  27  of  the  Jockey  Club,  relatiye  to  arrears  of 
stakes  and  forfeits,  riiall  extend  to  forfeits  due  at  the  Cumigh  and 
otiber  established  Meetings  in  Ireland. 

At  a  Oenesai  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Olnb^  held  jub  Messsi  Wea- 
tiMsbsr'*  <Mq»  on  Saiauday  the  10th  of  Jium  1848,  H  was 
Besolyed — That  the  winner  of  the  2000gs  stakes  shall  pay  10  soy.  to 
.  the  Jodgfl^  of  the  Cetarewitoh  and  Cambridgeshire  stakea  SO  soy. 

eaub,  of  ike  Perby  at  Epiom  50  soy.  and  of  the  -  Oaks  &0  soy.  in 
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addition  to  hit  laiarj  for  jadging  otiier  races  at  Epiom  and  New- 
market. 

Beiolved — That  it  is  recommended  to  the  Stewards  of  Doncaster  and 
other  places  where  Tory  large  prizes  are  run  for,  to  adopt  the  same 
principle  in  remunerating  the  Judge. 

At  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  at  Newmarket  on 
Tuesday  the  10th  of  October  1848. 

A  question  was  submitted  by  the  Stewards  for  the  opinion  of  the 
Meeting,  viz.,  whether,  in  the  eyent  of  a  sweepstakes  being  reduced 
to  tiro  subscribers,  by  the  death  of  one  or  more  of  the  parties,  as  was 
the  case  for  the  Buckenham  stakes  in  the  First  October  Meeting,  the 
winner  of  such  race  should  be  considered  the  winner  of  a  sweepstakes 
or  match. 

BesoWed — That  when  a  sweepstakes  has  closed,  and  the  number  of 
subscribers  is  afterwards  reduced  by  death  to  two,  the  winner  of 
that  race  shall  still  be  considered  the  winner  of  a  sweepstakes. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  at  Newmarket  on  Tuesday 
in  the  Craven  Meeting  1849,  it  was 

Besolyed — That  in  future  the  entrance  to  a  plate  at  Newmarket, 
giyen  from  the  funds  of  the  Jockey  Club,  shall  not  exceed  3  soy. 
and  that  the  practice  of  returning  part  of  the  entrance-money  to 
the  owners  of  horses  which  start,  or  are  struck  out  by  a  certain 
hour,  be  discontinued. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  on  the  12th 
of  June  1849,  the  following  notice  was  ordered  to  be  published  in  the 
Sacing  Calendar: 

Complaints  haying  been  made  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club, 
that  trainers  in  the  country  haye  lately  taken  boys  out  of  the  stables 
of  tr diners  at  Newmarket,  without  the  consent  of  the  last  employers 
of  such  boys,  contrary  to  the  rule  which  has  been  long  established 
among  trainers  at  Newmarket, .-the  Stewards  think  it  right  to  express 
their  disapprobation  of  such  conduct,  and  they  hope  that  this  notifi- 
cation of  their  opinion  will  prevent  the  necessity  of  adopting  any 
more  stringent  rule  on  the  subject. 

At  a  Q-eneral  Meeting  held  on  Wednesday  in  the  Second  October 

Meeting  1849,  it  was 

Eesolyed— That  for  all  stakes  in  which  extra  weights  are  to  be  car- 
ried for  winning,  or  allowances  granted  for  not  winning*  such  extra 
weights  or  allowances  shall  not  be  accumulatiye  unless  particularly 
specified. 

It  haying  been  represented  to  the  Stewards  that  disputes  have  fre- 
quently arisen  from  uncertainty  as  to  the  proper  mode  of  csicu- 
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lAiing  the  yalae  of  a  prize  the  winner  of  which  is  required  to  make 
certiun  payments  to  the  fund,  the  Judge,  &c.  or  to  giye  wine ;  and 
^  that  as  the  weight  to  be  carried  for  othw  races  often  depends  upon 
the  exact  Talue  of  a  horse's  preyious  winning,  it  is  important  to 
establish  a  simple  and  uniform  mode  of  calcalating  such  Talue,  it 
was  proposed  by  them,  and 

Besolyed — That  in  estimating  the  Talue  of  any  prize  no  deduction 
shall  be  made,  except  of  the  winner's  own  stake  and  of  any  sum 
or  sums  required  by  the  conditions  to  be  paid  out  of  the  stakes  to 
the  owners  of  any  horse  or  horses  in  the  race.  The  entrance  for 
a  plate  not  to  be  deducted. 

BesolTcd — That  in  future  the  July  Meetiug  should  commence  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  July. 

,   At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  at  Newmarket  on  Wednes- 
day, July  the  3rd,  1850,  it  was 

BesoWed — That  in  future  any  person  requiring  a  horse's  mouth  to 
be  examined  at  Newmarket  must  pay  the  expense  of  such  ex- 
amination, unless  it  should  proTe  that  the  horse  is  of  the  wron^ 
age,  in  which  case  the  Jockey  Club  will  pay  it. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  at  Newmarket  on  Wednes- 
day in  the  Second  October  Meeting  1850,  it  was 

ResolTed — That  any  horse  runniDg  for  a  selling  stake  or  plate  shall 
be  liable  to  be  claimed  by  the  owner  of  any  other  horse  in  the 
race  for  the  price  for  which  he  is  entered  to  be  sold,  and  the  amount 
of  the  stake— the  owner  of  the  second  horse  to  be  first  entitled  to 
claim. 

That  in  future  a  feather  weight  shall  be  considered  48t,  and  the 
usual  declaration  made  when  a  jockey  intends  to  carry  more  than 
that  wei<;ht. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fees,  appointed  in  the  last  Hough- 
ton Meeting,  was  presented. 

BesolTed-— :That  the  charges  for  stake-holding  at  Ascot  and^  G^ood- 
wood  shall  be  assimilated  to  those  in  force  at  Newmarket,  with 
the  exception  of  handicaps,  for  which  the  charge  shall  be  one  per 
cent. ;  and  that  the  Jockey  Club  recommends  to  the  Stewards  of 
all  Baces,  and  to  Members  of  Bacing  Committees  where  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Jockey  Club  are  in  force,  to  adopt  a  simi- 
lar scale  of  fees. 

That  in  future  the  fee  of  28.  6d.  shall  be  charged  only  on  nomina- 
tions which  appear  in  the  Racing  Calendar  before  running,  and 
not  on  the  entries  which  are  made  at  Newmarket  during  the  week 
of  mnniDg.

At  the  Annual  Otoeral  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  at  New- 
market on  Wednesday  in  the  July  Meeting  1853^ 

The  Hod.  Francis  YiUien  was  appointed  a  Steward  of  the  Jockey 
Club,  in  the  place  of  the  Marquis  of  Bxeter,  who  retiied  by  ro- 
tation. 

The  Hon.  General  Anson  resigned  his  Stewardship,  being  about 
to  leare  England,  and  the  Marquis  of  Exeter,  at  the  request  of  the 
Meeting,  agreed  to  takv  the  office  for  the  remaining  year  of  QenOTal

Besolred — That  the  Committee  of  the  Subscription  Betting-room  at 
Newmarket  be  requested  to  inform  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book, 
when  they  exclude  any  person  from  that  room,  with  their  reasons  for 
so  doing,  in  order  that  the  Stewards  may,  if  they  shall  think  proper, 
giye  directions  for  his  being  warned  off  the  property  belonging  to  the 
Jockey  Club.

Applied  for  the  stakes  or  entrance-money,  which  was  adyertised  to 
be  paid  to  the  eecond  best  horse  that  won  a  dear  heat — one  of  the 
distanced  horses  had  won  the  first  heat. 

It  was  decided  that  the  winning  horse  cannot  be  deemed  the 
•eeond  horse,  and  therefore  was  not  entitled  to  the  stakes  ;  and  aU 
the  others  being  distanced,  no  other  person  could  claim  them.

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It  was  dedded  thai  it  was  the  practice,  in  esttmatiDg  winningBi  ta 
consider  the  clear  sum  gained  only,  and  consequently  (o  exempt  the 
stiJie  of  the  proprietor ;  the  horse,  therefore,  which  had  won  a  sweep- 
stakes of  46g8  only,  yiz.,  two  stakes  of  23gs  each,  was  not  thereby 
disqualified  for  the  50/.  plate  aboye  mentioned. 

CASE  V. 

Ur  Baird  haring  entered  two  horses  for  the  King*s  plate  at  New- 
market in  1793,  and  won  it  with  Sans  Calotte  (his  other  horse  not 
.  starting)  the  owner  of  the  second  horse  objected  to  his  receiving  the 
plate,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  disqualified  by  having  entered  two 
horsesL 

It  was  decided  that  Ur  Baird  was  entitled  to  the  plate. 

CASK  VI. 

A  betted  B  that  a  mare  should  trot  a  mile  in  fiye  minutes,  in  four 
minutes  and  a  half,  and  in  four  minutes ;  all  of  which,  it  was  stated, 
she  won  with  ease ;  but  B  measuring  the  distance  after  the  races 
were  oyer,  found  it  was  short  of  a  mile  by  four  yards. 

It  was  decided  that,  as  no  objection  Iras  made  to  the  measure  of 
the  course  before  starting,  and  the  mare  hayiog  performed  the  dis- 
tance set  out  and  not  objected  to,  A  won  all  the  l^ts. 

CASE  VIL 

After  the  race  for  the  Somersetshire  stakes  at  Bath  in  1829,  it 
was  discovered  that  the  person  in  whose  name  Basselas  was  entered 
was  dead  before  the  race  was  run,  and  Mr  Day,  the  owner  of  Listen, 
who  came  in  second,  claimed  the  stake.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club.  It  was  decided  that  Listen 
was  entitled  to  the  stake,  because,  of  all  the  horses  qualified  to  start 
for  the  stake,  he  was  the  first,  Basselas  being  disqualified  by  the  death 
of  the  person  in  whose  name  he  was  entered. 

But  the  Stewards  thought  that  in  this  -  case, — as  in  that  of  a  horse 
disqualified  to  start  from  the  stakes  not  haying  been  duly  made, — 
•  the  bets  should  stand  according  as  the  horses  came  in. 

CASE  VIIL 

At  Canterbury  races  1829,  for  the  lOOJ.  given  by  the  Noblemen 
tend,  Gentlemen,  Mr  Pearoe's  Guildford  won  the  two  first  heats  ;  but 
Mr  Mattam,  the  owner  of  Moor  Buzzard,  claimed  the  plate,  alleging 
that  Guildford  was  disqualified,  his  owner  having  run  two  horses  for 
a  prize  for  which  heats  were  run. 

It  was  contended,  on  the  part  of  Mr  Pearoe,  1st,  that  this  was  not 
a  plate;  2nd,  that  no  oljection  was  made  till  after  the  jockies  were 
weighed  and  the  honei  led  away. 
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The  matter  being  submitted  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Olab, 
thej  were  of  opinion  that  Moor  Buzzard  was  entitled  to  the  prize, 
and  referred  to  the  Bules  of  Racing,  the  last  but  one  in  page  xxiu^ 
Tol.  1828»  as  decisire.    • 

CASB  IX. 

Blandford,  1829.— For  the  gold  Cup,  by  subscribers  of  10  sot. 
each,  it  was  a  condition  that  the  surplus  should  be  paid  to  the  owner 
of  the  second  horse  in  specie.  Brownlbck  walked  over  for  the  cup, 
BO  that  there  was  no  second  horse.  The  opinion  of  the  Stewards  of 
the  Jockey  Club  was  requested  as  to  who  was  entitled  to  the  surplus. 
They  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that,  there  being  no  second  horse,  the 
surplus  must  be  diyided  amongst  the  original  subscribers  to  the  cup. 

Ic  was  determined,  on  a  case  which  arose  at  Chelmsford  so  long 
ago  as  the  year  1784,  where  the  winner  distanced  all  the  fiye  horses, 
that  the  winner  could  not  be  deemed  the  second  best  horse,  and 
therefore  was  not  entitled  to  the  stakes. 

CASB  Z. 

The  following  nomination  was  made  for  a  produce  sweepstakes  at 
Ascot: 
Lord  Tavistock's  sister  to  Benedick,  covered  by  Middleton. 

There  being  two  sisters  to  Benedick,  the  nomination  was  incom- 
plete according  to  the  17th  clause  of  the  Bules  and  Orders.  Lord 
Tavistock  ascertained  that  the  other  sister  to  Benedick  was  sent 
abroad  some  time  before  the  stake  closed,  and  submitted  that  this 
circumstance  sufficiently  identified  bis  nomination.  The  Stewards 
of  the  Jockey  Club  declined  to  go  into  evidence  of  this  nature,  and 
decided  that  the  nomination  was  invalid. 

CASB  XI. 

A  question  was  submitted  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club,  in 
the  Craven  Meeting  1840,  as  to  the  qualification  of  the  Duke  of 
Portland's  Beiram  colt  to  start  for  the  200  sov.  stakes  on  Friday  in 
that  Keeting,  for  which  stakes  he  was  entered  as  b.  c.  by  Beiram, 
dam  by  Reveller,  out  of  Veil.  Veil  had  produced  two  fillies  by 
Reveller  *,  one  foaled  in  1831,  which  was  the  dam  of  the  Duke  of 
Portland's  coU,  the  other  in  1832.  It  was  proved  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Stewards  that  the  latter  mare  was  not  living  when  the  Beiram 
colt  was  bom,  and  they  therefore  decided  that  the  nomination  waa 
vaUd. 

CASB  XII. 

For  the  Stand  cup  at  Liverpool  races,  in  July  1829,  Velocipede 
was  saddled,  mounted,  and  brought  out ;  but  on  being  cantered,  the 
rider  found  him  lame,  and  did  not  take  him  to  the  post  to  start.

CASE  XXIL 

Two  hoitM  ran  a  dead  heat  at  Newmarket.  The  owners  re- 
qoeeted  permiwion  of  the  Stewards  to  ran  the  race  OTor  again,  he- 
iween  two  of  the  other  races  of  the  day.  The  Stewards  decided 
Ibat  the  Bnle  43  (now  53)  most  be  imperatiye,  and  that  the  horses 
w9dch  had  run  the  dead  beat  most  ran  again  half  an  hour  alter  tiw 
last  race  of  the  day. 

CASE  XTSr. 

A  bet  of  2  to  1  was  laid  on  Twrqooise' against  Elinor  for  the  Oaks — 
Elinor,  being  improperly  named,  was  not  allowed  to  starts  The 
question  whether  the  bet  was  to  stand  or  not  was  submitted  to  the 
Stewards,  who  agreed  to  refer  It  to  a  general  meeting  of  the  Jockey 
Olttl^  at  which  it  was  ultimately  decided  that  the  bet  was  ▼oid. 

CASE  ZV. 

A  admitted  that  he  had  lost  lOOiL  to  B,  but  declined  paying  it 
•because  he  intended  to  pay  it  to  C,  who  had  a  daim  on  B  for  IQOL 
The  Stewards  decided  that  A  must  pay  the  1002.  to  B  forthwith,  as 
no  transfer  could  take  place  without  the  consent  of  both  parties. 

CASE  XVI. 

For  the  Lansdowne  Stakes  at  Bath,  Mrs  Day's  brother  to  Lusher, 
Mr  Sadler's  Achilles,  and  Mr  Wreford's  Wilna,  had  each  won  a  heat ; 
Wilna  was  then  drawn ;  Mrs  Day  and  Mr  Sadler  agreed  to  diyide 
Ae  stakes,  and  brother  to  Lusher  walked  orer. — ^Two  questions  were 
submieted  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club,  who  dedded-*- 

1st  That  the  bets  should  be  put  together  and  diyided,  in  the 
same  proportion  that  had  been  agreed  upon  in  respect  to  the  stakes. 

2nd.  That  brother  to  Lusher  must  carry  extra  weight  on  future 
occasions  as  the  winner  of  this  race. 

CASE  xvn. 

A  bets  B  50  to  20  that  C  and  D  do  not  both  win  ;  C  wins,  but 
D  was  disqualified  from  starting,  as  it  was  a  maiden  plate,  and  he 
had  preriously  won. 

Q.  Does  A  win  the  20 1  or  is  B  entitled  to  a  part  of  the  50  ? 

A.  If  D  was  qualified  at  the  time  the  bet  was  made,  A  wins  ;  but 
if  D  was  disqualified  at  the  time,  then  the  bet  is  off. 
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CAM  xvin.

OASE  XIZ. 
On  the  Thursday  eyening,  precedin|;  the  race  for  the  Oahf  stakes, 
A  betted  B  the  odds  to  1001.  against  Ninny  winning  the  Oaks^ 
which  bet  B  refused  to  pay,  on  the  ground  that  the  mare  had  been 
declared  not  to  start  before  the  bet  was  made.  The  question  was 
referred  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club,  and  it  appearing  upon 
evidence  that  the  mare  was  declared  not  to  start  at  seren  o'clock  on 
Thnisday  morning,  they  decided  that  the  bet  was  Toid. 

CASE  XX. 

A,  B,  and  C  start  for  a  plate  (with  four  others),  heats ;  A  won  the 
first  heat,  B  won  the  second,  A  won  the  third. 

Between  the  first  and  second  heats,  the  owner  of  C  purchased  A. 
Is  A  disqualified? 

On  inyestigation,  the  sale  of  A  to  0*8  owner  was  a^nowledged, 
but  it  was  stated  that  no  delireiy  or  payment  took  place  until  a  sub- 
sequent day.  It  was  also  stated  that  it  was  agreed  between  the 
owners  of  A  and  C  that  this  sale  was  not  to  influence  the  posieiaon 
of  the  plate. 

DECISION. 

The  sale  of  A  to  the  owner  of  C,  between  the  first  and  second 
heats,  being  established,  A  is  disqualified  by  the  6th  rule  concerning 
Horse' Bacing  in  General  unless  0  was  drawn  before  the  second  heat 
was  run. 

CASE  XXI. 

A  B  claimed  of  C  B  a  bet  of  500  to  20  upon  Satirist  for  the  Bon- 
caster  St  Leger,  which  bet  he  stated  he  made  with  him  during  the 
Epsom  race-week ;  C  D,  on  the  other  hand,  stated  that  the  bet  was 
laid  against  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  and  claimed  20/.  of  A  B. 

The  bets  were  nut  compared  ^fore  the  race,  and  each  party's  case 
was  supported  by  the  entry  in  his  betting-book. 
DBOiaioir. 

Aflker  heaiiog  the  statements  of  both  parties  and  of  their  witnesses, 
the  Stewards  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  not  suffidait  evidence  to 
justify  them  in  giving  a  deeision  in  fwroor  of  either  claimant,  and 
they  therefore  decide  that  both  bets  are  to  be  etrook  out,  and  no 
money  to  be  paid  or  received  on  either  side. 

In  order  to  prevent  as  mush  as  possible  the  recurienoe  of  similar 
4lispute8,  the  Stewards  take  this  opportunity  of  cautioning  all  per- 
sons to  compare  their  bets  before  the  great  races. 
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GA9B  XXII. 

A  case  WM  submitted  to  the  Stewarda  of  the  Jockey  Club  at  th9 
Houghton  Meeting  1844,  by  the  purchaser  of  the  colt  then  callod 
Ferkin  Warbeck,  which  ran  at  Aioot  under  the  name  of  Bloodstone, 
inrolying  the  following  questions : 
Ist.  Whether  the  forfeits  due  upon  the  entries  of  Mr  Newman's 
ch.  c.  Bloodstone,  by  Bubastes,  out  of  Bomaike,  attach  to  the 
said  Ferkin  Warbeck,  so  as  to  disqualify  him  from  starting 
while  they  remain  unpaid. 
2nd.  Whether  it  will  not  be  competent  for  the  present  owner  of 
Perkin  Warbeck  to  run  him  in  1845,  as  being  then  a  maiden 
four  years  old,  believed  to  be  by  Beiram,  out  of  Bomaike. 

To  the  first  question  the  answer  was — 
That  as  it  was  prored  there  was  a  colt  by  Bubastes,  out  ef 
Bomaike,  of  the  right  age  for  which  the  other  horse  was  sub- 
stituted, the  forfeits  are  due  for  the  Bubastes  c.  and  do  not 
attach  to  the  horse  which  ran  at  Ascot  by  the  name  of  Blood- 
stone. 

To  the  second  question  the  only  answer  the  Stewards  gave  was  : — 
That  the  race  at  Ascot  did  not  disqualify  the  horse  which  ran 
there  as  Bloodstone  for  running  as  a  maiden  horse. 

CASE  XXIII. 
It  was  a  condition  of  the  Northumberland  plate  at  Newcastle 
races  1847,  that  the  winner  of  a  handicap  of  200  soy.  or  upwards, 
subsequent  to  the  declaration  of  weights,  should  carry  61b  extra.  Lord 
Glasgow's  Conspiracy  won  a  sweepstakes  of  above  209  at  Newmarket 
First  Spring  Meeting,  in  which  the  horses  being  of  the  same  age 
carried  different  weights  (see  p.  37  of  vol.  Izzv,  1847);  and  a  ques- 
tion arose  as  to  whether  she  was  to  carry  61b  extra  for  the  Northum- 
berland plate.  The  case  was  referred  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey 
Club,  who  were  of  opinion  that  the  race  won  by  Conspiracy  at  New- 
market being  a  private  engagement,  properly  designated  a  Sweep- 
stakes Match,  did  not  come  within  the  spirit  or  intention  of  the 
article  for  the  Northumberland  plate,  which  was  clearly  intended  to 
imply  open  public  handicaps. 

CASE  XXIV. 
fit  was  a  condition  of  the  Hackwood  stakes  at  Basingstoke  races 
1847}  that  horses  not  having  won  50/.  puhUc  money  were  to  be 
allowed  51b.  Mr  Bristow*s  filly  Lethargy  took  the  allowance,  and 
vas  objected  to  on  that  ground,  she  having  won  at  Abingdon  a 
sweepstakes  of  5  sov.  each,  with  25  added  (6  subs.)  The  Stewards 
of  the  Jockey  Club,  to  whom  the  race  was  referred,  were  of  opinion 
that  she  was  entitled  to  the  race,  the  term  public  money  applying  to 
the  sum  added. 
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GA8B  XXY. 

At  the  Chester  Antiimn  Meeting  1852  the  owner  of  Caurire^  who 
came  in  second  for  the  Tradesmen's  Welter  cup,  claimed  the  race 
on  the  ground,  that  Titterstone,  the  first  horse,  had  not  carried  8Ib 
extiik  for  winning  a  handicap  of  the  clear  Talue  of  1001.  at  the  liyer- 
pool  Hunt  Meeting  held  at  Uoylake.  It  was  contended  on  the  other 
aide  that  the  LiTorpool  Hunt  was  a  priTate  Meeting  not  recorded  in 
the  Bacing  Calendar,  and  that  therefore  Titterstone  was  not  liable 
to  carry  extra  for  winning  there. 

The  question  was  referred  by  the  Stewards  of  Chester  to  the 
Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Clnb,  who  decided  in  farour  of  Titterstone, 
on  the  ground  that  if  penalties  conid  be  imposed  for  winning,  and 
allowances  be  claimed  for  being  beaten  in  raoes  not  recorded  in  the 
Sacing  Calendar,  great  uncertainty  would  preyul  as  to  the  weights 
which  horses  hare  to  carry  in  races  containing  such  conditions,  and 
frequent  disputes  might  arise  in  consequence.    *    '

T.  Y.C.  is  a  stnught  half-mile. 

Emok.— The  Old  Cewse,  now  seldom  used,  is  2  miles,  of  an 
lingular  cireukr  form,  the  first  mile  up  hilL  The  late  0erbj 
Oourse  is  exactly  a  mile  and  a  half,  and  somewhat  in  the  fonn  of  a 
horse-shoe  ;  the  first  three  quaiiers  of  a  mile  may  be  considered  as 
straight  runnings  the  bend  in  the  Course  being  yery  trifling,  and  the 
width  very  great ;  the  next  quarter  of  a  mile  is  in  a  gradual  turn  ^ 
and  the  last  half-mile  straight.  The  first  half-mile  is  on  the  ascent,, 
the  next  third  of  a  mile  lerel,  and  the  remainder  is  on  the  descent 
till  within  the  distance,  when  the  ground  again  rises.  For  the  New 
Derby  Course  (fint  used  in  18i8)  the  horses  start  in  front  of  the  late 
Sir  G.  Heathcote's  stables,  and  run  into  the  Old  Derby  Course  at 
the  mil^post — this  first  half-mile  is  also  on  the  ascent.  The  New 
T.T.C.  is  6  furlongs;  the  Old  T.T.C.  or  Woodoote  Coarse,  is 
something  less  than  4.  The  Metropolitan  Course  is  2  miles  and  a 
quarter ;  for  this  race  the  horses  start  at  the  'Winning>chair,  and 
run  the  back  way  of  the  Derby  Course  as  far  as  the  road,  when  they 
turn  to  the  right  and  go  round  the  hill,  coming  into  the  Derby  Couse 
again  about  a  mile  from  home.  The  Craven  Course  is  one  mile  and 
a  quarter.  • 

ExETiB.— The  Old  Course  is  round,  or  rather  oval,  of  2  miles,  two- 
thirds  of  which  are  nearly  flat,  and  the  remainder  rather  hilly ;  the 
last  half-mile  is  in  a  straight  line,  with  a  little  ascent,  and  beautiful 
coming  in.  There  is  a  round  and  lerel  Coune  of  one  mile,  recentlj 
made,  called  the  New  Coune,  and  a  Three-mile  Course,  also  nearly 
lerel,  formed  out  of  the  New  and  Old  Courses. 

Goodwood. — ^The  Orange  Coune.— The  horses  start  at  the  Orange- 
post  on  the  Queen's  plate  Course  and  run  the  Maidstone  Coune,  a 
little  short  of  three  miles. 

The  Cup  Coursc^The  hones  start  at  the  Cup-post,  go  out  to  the 
westward  of  the  Clump,  and  return  to  the  eastward  of  the  Clump,  two 
miles  and  a  halt 

T.T.C. — is  the  straight  three  quarten  of  a  mile,  upon  which  all 
T.T.C.  races  are  to  be  run  unless  specified  to  the  contrary. 

Half  a  mile— is  the  last  half-mile  of  T.T.C. 

The  Queen's  Plate  Course. — The  horses  start  at  the  Charlton  Down 
to  the  north-west  of  the  Stand,  run  over  to  the  east  of  the  Clump,  go 
to  the  outside  circle  of  the  hill,  and  return  to  the  east  of  the  Clump, . 
about  three  miles  and  &fe  furlongs. 

One  mile.— The  horses  to  start  at  the  Mile-post,  and  run  home  to 
the  westward  of  the  Clump. 

Once  round.^The  horses  to  start  at  the  Winning-post,  go  Ml  to

HoLTwiLL. — Oyal,  about  two  miles  and  1  furlong,  with  a  straight 
ran  in  oi  half  a  mile  up  a  gradual  rise. 

HoTLAKX. — The  New  Course  made  by  the  Lirerpool  Hunt  Club  is 
mtnate  on  the  common  at  Hoylake,  in  Cheshire,  about  seven  miles 
^m  Birkenhead ;  it  is  pear-shaped,  rather  orer  a  mile,  almost  flat, 
with  a  straight  run  in  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  and  with  a  slight  gra- 
dual rise.  The  Course  is  railed  round  on  both  sides,  and  the  turf  is 
excellent. 

HuHTDraDON— Is  a  round  or  oyal  Course,  flat,  short  of  2  miles  )xy 
a  distance,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile. 

EsuTSFORD— I^a  round  Course  of  one  mile  only,  nearly  flat. 

LxiGBSTsx— Is  rather  oval  in  shape,  a  mile  and  12  yards,  nearly 
lerel,  with  a  little  hill  before  coming  to  the  straight  run  in,  which  is 
540  yards  in  length,  and  flat.  It  is  half  a  mile  from  the  town,  on 
the  London  road. 

IiiTSB?ooL-^Is  an  oyal  Course  of  a  mile  and  a  half ;  one  side  is 
f  ently  declining,  the  other  rising  from  the  Canal  side,  where  is  the 
starting-post  for  the  Cup  Course  and  the  T.T.C.  There  is  a  straight 
ran  in  of  about  1000  yards. 

ILuioHxszn  (New  Coarse) — ^Is  a  triangular  Course  of  one  mile 
and  20  yards,  perfectly  flat,  exeeptiog  the  straight  ran  in  of  700 
yards,  w^ich  has  been  laid  to  form  a  gentle  ascent  to  the  Winning- 
poet.  It  is  a  large  tract  of  meadow  land  called  Castle  Irwell  Park, 
haying  a  grayel  bottom,  with  an  alluyial  deposit  of  soil  at  the  top 
about  four  feet  deep,  which  renders  the  turf  excellent  and  the 
ground  soon  dry  after  rain.  It  ie  situated  in  an  amphitheatre,  being 
more  than  three-fourths  surrounded  by  the  riyer  Irwell,  the  opposite 
eloping  banks  of  which  are  covered  with  yiUas  and  gardens.  Distance 
about  two  miles  from  Manchester. 

NxwoASTUB-vpoir-TTirK — Is  composed  of  four  unequal  sides,  and 
nearly  approaching  to  a  triangle ;  the  ^stance  round  is  one  mile,  6 
furlongs,  82  yards.  The  T.Y.C.  is  6  furlongs.  The  Courses  called 
Two-mile  Course  and  Mile  Course  are  exactly  of  stated  distances. 
There  are  hills  in  di£forent  parts  of  the  Coarse. 

NiWTOR — Is  a  triangular  Course  of  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter, 
with  a  strong  hill,  and  straight  flat  ran  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile 
The  Ch)lborae,  or  Two  yrs  old  Course,  is  the  last  half-mile. 
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NoftTHAHPTON — If  an  OTal  Coane,  one  mile  and  a  half  and  180 
yards  round»  with  a  hill  half  waj,  and  a  straight  run  in  of  half  a 
mile,  which  is  the  Two  yrs  old  Course.  There  is  a  good  width  up  the 
ropes,  and  the  tuirns  are  easy. 

NoiTiNaHAM — Is  a  round  Course  of  one  mile,  2  fiirlonge,  and  11 
yards. 

OxFOBB — Is  a  round  or  rather  oyal  Course  of  2  miles  all  hut  a  dis- 
tance, and  quite  flat ;  the  last  half-mile  straight 

Pltmouth — Is  nearly  an  oval  Course  of  one  mile  and  a  half,  quite 
flat,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  a  third  of  a  mile. 

Radoliffb. — The  Course  is  one  mile  round,  oyal  and  nearly  flat, 
with  a  straight  run  in  of  nearly  800  yards,  eighteen  yards  wide  in  the 
narrowest  part,  and  entirely  free  from  objectionable  turns.  It  is 
situate  on  the  estate  of  the  Earl  of  Wilton,  and  within  twelve  minutes 
ride  of  Manchester  by  railway. 

BiOHMOND — Is  an  oral  or  egg-shaped  Course,  measuring  one  mile 
and  a  half  and  164  yards.  From  the  Grey  stone  it  measures  half  a 
mile  and  200  yards  of  straight  running,  rather  against  the  hill,  and 
flnishing  on  the  level.  From  the  Lime-kiln  gate  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  and  100  yards.  There  is  a  substantial  stone-built  Stand,  from 
which  the  whole  Course  is  visible  except  about  100  yards. 

Salisbuat. — The  Mile  Course  is  straight  and  flat,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  rise  for  the  first  50  yards.  The  T.T.C.  is  the  last  three 
quarters  of  this  straight  Course.  For  the  Two-mile  Course  the 
horses  start  beyond  the  Winning-chair,  run  past  the  chair  and  the 
Stand,  and  diverge  to  the  left  from  the  straight  Course,  which  they 
re-enter  at  the  T.  Y.C.  Starting-post. 

Shbbwsbuby — Is  rather  an  oval  Course,  of  one  mile  and  185  yards, 
with  a  straight  run  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile,  and  a  little  hill  between 
the  last  turn  and  the  distance. 

Stamfobd— Is  a  round  or  rather  oval  Course,  with  a  str^ght  run 
in  of  nearly  half  a  mile.  This  Course  is  flat,  but  there  is  a  new 
straight  mile,  the  first  half  of  which  is  rather  up  hill  till  it  joins  the 
round  Course  at  the  Easton  turn.  The  Cup  Course,  three  times 
round,  is  exactly  four  miles ;  there  are  no  sharp  turns. 

SiooKBRinaB— Is  nearly  a  rdund  Course,  somewhat  hilly,  the  last 
three  quarters  of  a  mile  straight  for  the  run  in ;  and  there  is  also  a 
straight  mile. 

Stooeton. — The  Course  at  Tibbersley  is  an  oblong  of  about  one 
m'de  and  100  yards,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile,  with 
a  gradual  rise. 

SuTZON  Fabx— la  an  oval  Coarse  of  one  mile,  well  turfed— the 
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ran  in  is  an  ascent  of  600  or  700  yards,  and  on  the  opposite  side 
there  Is  »  slight  descent.  It  is  situated  about  half  a  mile  from  the 
town  of  Sutton  Ooldfield,  which  is  six  miles  and  a  half  from  Bir- 
mingham, on  the  road  to  Lichfield. 

WnrcHmiB. — ^The  Course  is  two  miles  round,  starting  at  the 
'Winning-chair.  There  is  a  stnught  run  in  of  about  three  quarters  of 
*  mile,  the  first  part  of  which  is  a  strong  hill. 

WoLTXBHAXPTON. — The  Courso  Is  of  an  oval  shape,  a  mile  and  a 
quarteTy  the  run  in  is  straight,  and  the  T.Y.C.  is  a  straight  half- 
mile* 

WoxoiszEK— Is  a  dead  flat,  and  of  irregular  shape.  The  Half- 
mile  Course  and  the  Fiye-furlong  Course  are  straight.  The  Mile- 
and-quarter  Course  is  a  ficure  of  6,  the  first  and  last  half-mile  being 
stnught.  The  Two-mile  <>>nrse  is  a  figure  of  8,  the  last  half-mile 
straight. 

York. — The  Bace-course  is  about  a  mile  from  the  city,  on  a  place 
•called  Knayesmire ;  it  is  quite  flat,  rather  oval  in  shape,  and  about 
two  miles  in  length.    The  T.T.C.  is  5  furlongs  and  44  yards.
